Troubles Mounted. 

From then on, he said, Laister- 
Kauffmann’s troubles mounted. 
Negotiations for settiement of the 
claims dragged on until finally 
the company was forced to file a 
petition for reorganization under 
the federal bankruptcy act Oct. 
4, 1946. 

Because of the two-year delay 
in negotiating the claim against 
the Government, the company 
lacked funds to appeal the final 
offer of the Air Force, $482,344. 
Reluctantly, the company agreed 
to accept a settlement that wiped 
out the interest of its stockhold- 
ers and ieft it indebted to gen-

Senator Taft-is still running 
against a man _,who is across the 
Atlantic, 4000 miles removed from 
the scene, and is unable to cam- 
paign directly until President 
Truman relieves him as NATO 
commander and allows him to 
come home to America. By that 
time many of the significant state 
primaries will have passed into 
history. 

And yet, for the man who isn't 
here in person. Eis.nhower’ has 
done well in the primaries by 
proxy, much to the dismay of 
Taft, who has been running for 
President since 1940 and has 
more experience ard money as 
well as professiona! politicians 
with the know-how to organize 
the vote. 

New Hampshire Campaign. 

In the nation’s first primary, 
in New Hampshire, the “We Like 
Ike” campaign was hampered by 
imported Hollywood and Broad- 
way entertainers who put on road 
shows- which drew crowds and 
criticism. Taft, on the other hand, 
was not entertaining, but he did 
discuss the issues and he drew 
the largest crowds. Fvidently the 
Yankees did not care for his 
views and reviews, for Eisenhow- 
er swept the field, winning not 


deprive western Missouri of rep- 
resentation in the Senate. 
‘Should Be Residents.’ 

In regard to the first two com- 
plaints, Slaughter said: 

“Perhaps this situation may not 
be unusual else-vhere, but in Mis- 
souri there is a feeling among 
Democrats that persons who enter 
the Democratic primary should be 
residents of Missouri and Demo- 
crats as well.”

He 
urged eastern Missourians to re- 
ciprocate, saying the two sections 
of the state face different prob- 
lems. 

Criticizes Mayor Kemp. 

Slaughter also criticized Mayor 
William E. Kemp of Kansas City 
for supporting Symington. He de- 
clared Kemp had been elected 
Mayor by a non-political coalition 
of independent Republicans and 
Democrats, and he questioned the 
“propriety of the Mayor of Kan- 
sas City engaging in partisan poli- 
tics.”

Hollow Triumphs. 

The Taft “triumphs” in Wis- 
consin and Nebraska were of the 
hollow variety. In both primaries 
the anti-Taft vote far exceeded 
the pro-Taft. The net effect not | 
only belies Taft’s touted ability | 
to woo members of his own party, 
but, more importantly, it in- 
creases the real doubt that has 
always existed as to his ability 
to win the election if he is nomi- 
nated by the G.O.P. convention 
opening in Chicago on July 7. 

The point is being made by 
ardent Taft boosters that many 
anti-Taft Democrats and _ inde- 
pendents voted in the Republican 
primaries in Wisconsin and Min- 
nesota. But, granting that such 
was the case, it only re-enforces 
the argument that the Ohio sen- 
ator appeals mostly to limited 
segments of his own party and 
not to Democrats and_ inde- 
pendents.

Earl Warren of 
California. Warren said he was 
running for Warren, but his dele- 
gate said Eisenhower was their 
ultimate choice. Stassen started 
out to run for Stassen, but later 
tried to climb aboard the Eisen- 
hower bandwagon, promising 
Eisenhower half of his Wisconsin 
delegates; he won none, and it is

Taft stood to benefit by all this 
confusion and split opposition. 
Yet, although he won a majority 
of the delegates, he netted less 
than half of the votes and lost 
some delegates and prestige to 
Warren who, with no organization 
worthy of the name, registered 
surprising strength. 

In Illinois the situation appears 
most favorable for Taft. His 
major opponent, Eisenhower, is, 
as a matter of duty, still de- 
tained in Europe. Warren, who 
could be a dark horse if he would 
line up a professional organiza- 
tion, is not entered in the Illinois 
primary. 

As for Stassen, who is not im- 
pressive in his native Minnesota, 
and was walloped in all the other 
primaries, he is fading out of 
the presidential picture.

The Far East Air Force an- 
nounced 1215 sorties were mount- 
ed against Communist road, rail, 
supply and front-line targets. The 
Fifth Air Force alone flew 989 of 
these sorties, a record exceeded 
only by the 1048 flown on April 2. 

Medium B-29 bombers dropped 
90 tons of bombs’ on the Red 
railroad yards at Singhung while 
B-26 light bombers and Marine 
planes destroyed enemy supply- 
laden vehicles attempting to move 
toward Red frontlines. 

B-26s damaged one locomotive 
and Navy carrier-based pilots 
trapped and destroyed another 
with a long string of boxcars as 
it raced for Tanchon, northeast 
Korea. 

The ground action was mainly 
in the west, around Yonchon, 
Chorwan and Korangpo. West of 
Korangpo, which is 29 miles north 
of Seoul, Allied raiders fired four 
groups of Red supply buildings 
and then returned to their lines.

TOKYO (Sunday), April 6 (AP) 
—The off-record negotiations on 
prisoner exchange at Panmunjom 
produced a formula which may 
lead to agreement on a Korean 
truce within the month.

Sometimes to Be Garden Problem 


By ELEANOR B. McCLURE 

Planning just the proper en- 
closure for the outdoor living 
room is something of a problem. 
To begin with, these plahted 
walls should conform to the archi- 
tecture of the house. Trees, 
shrubs, and vines that give fine 
year round effect should be se- 
lected if the budget. permits. 
Furthermore, it is important to 


visualize the ultimate size and 


ere of each plant at maturity. 
all growing pines and spruces 
make handsome screen plantings 
for large gardens. These conifers 
should be alloted a space that is 


at least 30 feet wide, to accom- 
modate the full sweep of their 
branches. The trees may be set 
in a staggered row, and should 
be spaced from ten to fifteen feet 
apart, _ 

A wide hedgerow, made of 
deciduous trees and shrubs, looks 
attractive, and helps protect the 
garden from destructive winds. To 
avoid a spotty effect, select only 
a few kinds of shrubs, but plant 
from three to seven of a variety. 

Among the charming small 
trees that may be used are pink 
and white dogwoods, cornelian 
cherry, the fringe tree, silver bell 
(halesia) and shadblow. For fall

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 5— 
The Missouri Basin Survey Com- 
mission has set the stage for its 
task of preparing, in less than 
nine months, recommendations 
for an “integrated, comprehen- 
sive program” for land and water 
resources of the Missouri river 
valley. 

The commission, established by 
President Truman Jan. 3, and 
with its personnel named by the 
President Feb. 9, held its first 
meeting here Thursday and Fri- 
day. Its report must be made by 
next Jan, 3, but the chairman, 
James E. Lawrence, editor of the 
Lincoln (Nebr.) Star, told report- 
ers it was hoped to finish the 
job before the end of this year. 

Principal activities outlined by 
the commission so far consist of 
an intensive series of public hear- 
ings, studies of basin work by a 
commission staff, consultation 
with the Governors and their 
technical assistants in the 10 
states of the basin, and confer- 
ence over existing plans with the 
three principal federal agencies 
now concerned with work in the 
valley. The latter are the Army’s 
Corps of Engineers, Interior De- 
partment’s Bureau of Reclama- 
tion, and the Department of Agri-

Here 
is where Senator Robert A. Taft, 
after signing to meet Eisenhower 
and Stassen in the industrial East, 
abruptly obeyed that admonition 
not to run, but walk to the near- 
est exit. 


Short and Angry Words. 


Taft’s was an angry, noisy wtih- 
drawal. Between bus stops in 
Wisconsin, he rushed out a state- 
ment accusing Gov. Alfred E. 
Driscoll of bad faith in going 
over to Eisenhower when it was 
too late for Taft to remove his 
name from the ballot.. Driscoll 
snapped back that only poor los- 
ers talked that way, and the bat- 
tle was on. 

Taft’s state headquarters in 
Newark were ceremonfously 
closed in full view of waiting 
cameras. John D. M. Hamilton, 
eastern campaign manager for 
Taft, teed off on Driscoll, and 
Driscoll asked, was this the same 
Hamilton who, as national chair- 
man in 1936, had managed to save 
Maine and Vermont for Alf Lan- 
don. 

Whea Taft took his walk he 
canceled a three-day speaking 
tour oc the state and announced 
he had notified his national head- 
quarters to suspend immediately 
all activity in his behalf in New 

Jersey. Whereupon Secretary of 
State J.loyd Marsh, an old Eisen- 
hower man at heart, asked Taft 
if he wanted his name struck 
from the ballot too. 

Senator Sticks Neck Out. 

At this point, Senator H. Alex- 
ander Smith, demonstrating the 
instinctive yearning for peace 
common to mankind and candi- 
dates, intervened. By telegram 
and telephon he importuned Taft 
to reconsider. Wouldn’t his old 
colleague forset forgive and come 
back to New Jersey? Taft said 
no, he wouldn't. 

Eisenhower eyebrows went up 
all over N:w Jersey. Why, it was 
asked, had Senator Smith violated 
his own “hands off” primary pol- 
fcy in order to take off after 
Taft? Besides, they wanted to 
know how Smith was going to 


the general in nomination. 
Remarkable Restraint. 

The restraint of the state or- 
ganization in the face of the Edge 
pronouncement had to be seen to 
be appreciated. Republican lead- 
ers didn’t even look up from the 
Giants-Dodgers stretch drive. Gov. 
Driscoll gently reminded county 
chairmen to keep their minds on 
their work, which was the elec- 
tion of a Republican legislature 
two months later. In January, the 
new Republican legislature was 
installed at Trenton. Edge laid 
aside the cares of king-making, 
and his woolens, and was off to 
his Georgia plantation to hunt 
wild turkeys instead of votes. 
Driscoll continued to ignore 1952. 

Meanwhile Malcolm Forbes, a 
freshman state senator and pub- 
lishér of Forbes Magazine of Busi- 
ness, opened the first Eisenhower 
headquarters in Trenton, hard by 
the State House. For weeks it 
might as well have been quaran- 
tined. The organization ignored 
Forbes and his plan to flood the 
state with Eisenhower clubs, and 
Porbes’s amateur standing in 
politics was unchallenged. 
Ultimately Republican leaders 
hid out in Princeton's cloistered 
HO deleg and selected a slate of 


10 delegates-at-large to run, un- 
instructed, in the April 15 pri- 
mary. At this meeting it was 
agreed that New Jersey’s closed 
season on the open primary 
should not be disturbed. 

The Popularity Contest. 
Yet, for reasons still inexplic- 
able to the regulars, Gov. Driscoll 
two days later asked the legisla- 
ture to add a presidential refer- 
endum, or popularity contest, to 
the primary. The legislature did, 
and trouble took it on from there. 
Driscoll was being pressed by 
the pro-Eisenhower wing of the 
party to name the presidential 
candidate, but he kept saying it 
was “the right of every Republi- 
can to choose sides in a presiden- 
tial primary,” that the result in 
New Hampshire shouldn’t be “un- 
duly magnified” and that he) 
couldn’t “shut the door in any-| 
one’s face by making an an- 
nouncement.”

WASHINGTON, April 5 (UP)— 
President Truman today signed 
a law which transfers to fhe 


Civil Service Commission the re- 
sponsibility of routine loyalty and 
security investigations of Govern- 
ment workers. \ 

The law was backed by the De- 
partment of Justice and the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation 
which heretofore has conducted 
all investigations into the loyalty 
of federal employes. 

The FBI will retain responsi- 
bility for carrying on field inves- 
tigations in cases where a full- 
fledged inquiry is warranted.

ROM birth until the age of 16 every Canadian child is on the payroll of the 
This system, known throughout Canada as 
‘*Family allowances,’’ has been in operation since 1945 but came again into 


the news prominently in recent weeks when the Parliament enacted an old-age 
pension on the same general basis as the family-allowance program. 


The payments to children reach every fam- 
ily, regardless of financial status. There is 
no means test. A standard monthly allot- 
ment is granted, depending upon the child’s 
age, whether the parents of the child are 
paupers or millionaires. Canada’s new old- 
age pension is on an identical basis. This 
universality was dramatized Feb. 1 when the 
$40 monthly payment went for the first time 
to 70-year-old Louis S. St. Laurent, wealthy 
Quebec lawyer who is Prime Minister of 
Canada. ° 


Paul Martin, Canada’s Minister of Health 
and Welfare, believes the family allowance 
project has been successful because of the 
absence of a means test. “This has re- 
moved any stigma or embarrassment,” he 
claims. “It also has held the cost of ad- 
ministration to 1.3 per cent of the total 
sum paid out. We thus are operating the 
national old-age pension in an identical 
fashion.” 


The enactment of family allowances was 
the last major act of the administration of 
the late Prime Minister W. L. Mackenzie King, 
who served longer as head of the Canadian 
Government than anyone else in history.

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina. 
ONFRONTING the most grave economic 
‘ financial series of problems, Argen- 

tina’s rulers have largely ignored their 
existence, have laid the blame for ills at home 
wholly on adverse weather or on happenings 
abroad, and have adopted curative measures 
which, because of their weakness, may fail 
completely. 

The danger of financial and economic 
collapse is drawing perceptibly nearer. 
Profligacy in administrative expenditure, 
allied to reckless inflation in a desire to 
appease the wage-earning mass of the elec- 
torate, has been associated with a series of 
disastrous drouths. As a consequence, the 
country has drained its last reserves; its 
government looks anxiously up for rain or 
towards the horizon for benefits to be de- 
rived from another world war. 

The vast tnajority of Argentina’s 17,000,000 
inhabitants have not the least idea of what 
is occurring behind the scenes today or what 
may happen to them tomorrow. 

As long as rising prices were followed by 
increasing wages—no matter that the per- 
sistent use of the printing press has deprived 
the peso of the greater part of its value in 
the world’s exchange markets—there was lit- 
tle desire to do other than praise the Perons 
from whom the blessings of the full dinner 
plate flowed. 

It is true that imported merchandise has 
decreased in quantity while the little that is 
offered commands ridiculously high prices. 
But in most cases local substitutes, even if 
poor in quality, have been made available— 
at prices higher than those formerly asked 
for superior imported goods.

CANADA’S PRESENT POPULATION is es- 
timated at 14,500,000 and the family allow- 
ances program costs approximately $310,000,- 
000 annually. Assuming the same proportion 
of children of comparable ages in the popu- 
lation of the United States, a family allow- 
ances act in this land of 150,000,000 people 
would require in the neighborhood of $3,300,- 


000,000 a year. 


Surveys in Canada have disclosed that 
20 per cent of the adult population is sup- 
porting nearly 80 per cent of the children 
in the age brackets within the scope of the 
family allowances program. This would seem 
to indicate that its political appeal was 
fairly limited, yet no politician of stature 
or importance has challenged the program 
in recent years. Its appropriations are al- 
most always granted without prolonged de- 
bate. A prominent conservative member of 
the national Parliament told me in Calgary 
that. it would be “dynamite” to question 
continuation of family allowances. 


After a particular family has had four chil- 
dren the payment to each succeeding off- 
spring is graduated slightly downward. Not- 
withstanding this limitation, there are some 
familLes colleccing more than $100 monthly 
in faenily allowances. In Canada there are 
50,000 families with seven or more children 
apiece. 

Family allowances in Canada are paid out 
of regular Government revenues. No special 
tax supports the program. A child receiv- 
ing a grant does not qualify as an exemption 
on the income-tax return of his parents. 

Married people earning less than $2000 a 
year pay no income taxes in Canada. This 
means that they receive family allowances 
without putting any of the money back in 
the Government exchequer. Wealthier cou- 
ples, by contrast, generally pay more in in- 
come taxes than they take out in family al- 
lowances. The line of demarcation is in the 
neighborhood of $3000 annual incomes. Some 
well-to-do people complain that family al- 
lowances constitute a subsidy out of their 
pockets for those who have been less thrifty 
or successful.

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Closer to an Oil Cab 


The Senate has just joined the House in voting 
to turn over to a handful of ‘states an estimated 
10,000,000,000 barrels or more of the nation’s oil. 
This vast reserye, under the shallow seas off the 


Pacific and Gulf coasts, is valued at some $40, 


000,000,000. It is vital to the national defense, 
for the sake of which it should be administered 
by the national Government. 

President Truman vetoed a similar measure 


_ gix Years ago and is expected to veto the new 


one. But while the veto was sustained by a 
margin of 17 votes in the House in 1946, a bar- 
rier of no more than eight votes on the face of 
Wednesday’s ballot stands between the national 
preserve and the oil-grabbers who have relent- 
lessly besieged it for nearly a decade now. 

Fifty members voted to forfeit the oil lands 
to California, Texas, Louisiana, Mississippi and 
Florida. Fourteen more would be necessary to 
override a veto. Five Republicans who did not 
vote were announced in favor of the forfeit, and 
a sixth who was paired and therefore not 
counted was also in favor. This leaves eight 
votes for the proponents of the bill to pick up 
from among the 11 Republicans and 24 Demo- 
crats who voted against the bill and the half- 
dozen or fewer members who did not vote. 

There are indications in the Senate votes that 
the proponents of the oil grab have been more 
zealous in advancing their cause in the upper 
ehamber than have those who stand in defense 
of the public domain. 

There was only one member who voted for 
forfeiture in 1946 who voted against it Wednes- 
day—Wiley of Wisconsin, a Republican. But 
three Democrats who voted No six years ago 
voted Yes this week—McClellan of Arkansas, 
McKellar of Tennessee and Russell of Georgia; 

and one Republican who voted No then is an- 
nounced for now—Brewster of Maine. 

Surely a strong effort to persuade additional 
Senators of the rightness of national dominion 
over the national domain would bear fruit. - Is 
the side of a private grab of public resources the 
side on which to find Margaret Chase Smith of 
Maine, Flanders of Vermont, or Duff of Pennsy]l- 
vania? Yet that is the side on which they stand. 

To a considerable extent, the fact that the 
Republicans gained only one vote, net, in their 
own party, compared with six years ago, but 
picked up five more net votes from the Demo- 
crats, reflects the weakness of Administration 
leadership in the Senate. Majority Leader Mc- 
Farland of Arizona, who was absent or not vot- 
ing when the issue came up before, voted against 
it this time, but there is little evidence that he 
did anything else in behalf of the Administra- 
tion’s position. 

This is all the more reason for vigorous in- 
dividual action by members who, like Hennings 
of Missouri, Douglas of Illinois, Moody of Michi- 
gan and Wiley of Wisconsin, cast their own 
votes against the bill. 

The sad fact is that the would-be exploiters of 
the last great reserve of national-defense oil are 
nearer their aim against an opposition less 
strongly led than in 1946. 

Determined action by individual members 
could, we believe, give the oil raiders a setback 
that would put them to licking their wounds 
instead of their chops. 
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Where Money Is Secondary 

The Hague talks between German and Israeli 
representatives on the restitution to be made by 
the West German Government for Hitler’s of- 
fenses against the Jews are threatened by a 
break-down. This, we hope, will be avoided. 

The talks are the result of a full and frank 
confession of German responsibility by the Ade- 
nauer Government. This fine statement was ap- 
proved by a rising vote of the entire Bundestag. 
As Dr. Adenauer and other speakers said, no 
amount of money can make restitution for the 
Nazi crimes, and no words can wipe them out of 
the record. Nevertheless the German action is a 
serious attempt at reconciliation. It is at least a 
gesture of humanity in a world in which humane 
values get all too little consideration. 

The breakdown is not threatened by any 
change in the basic attitude of Bonn, but rather 
by the question of whether the Germans should 
agree on the amount of the reparations payment 
now, or whether this should be held up until 
the London conference on Germany’s external 
debt fixes the final amount of all payments ex- 
pected from Bonn. 

The Jewish representatives are pressing the 
Germans for an immediate agreement to pay 
$1,500,000,000. But there seems to be a differ- 
ence in Bonn between those who favor an imme- 
diate agreement for political reasons and those 
who are urging delay for economic reasons. 
Meanwhile the Jewish delegates feel that the 
Jonger agreement is delayed, the greater the 
danger that oppositionists in’Israel will be able 
to muster strength for the rejection of the Ger- 
man offer. 

Surely, since the actual payment is of relative 
unimportance, its timing will not be allowed to 
block this gesture of reconciliation. 
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The Rhine and the Rhone 


Plans are being made for a canal to join the 
headwaters of the Rhine and the Rhone. If they 
are carried out, Europe will have a mighty 
waterway running some 1300 miles from the 
North Sea to the Mediterranean. It would be 
a sort of continental Mississippi—a physical 
symbol of the aspirations for a united Europe. 


The German Rhine and the French Rhone 
are actually international rivers. Both rise in 
Switzerland. .That they have in common. But 
the Rhine makes its majestic way northward, 
flowing past dark forests and rugged hills, 
castles and universities, mines and mills to the 
ports of Antwerp, Amsterdam and Rotterdam. 

The Rhine is covered by great flotillas of 
barges and tugs, flying most of the flags of Eu- 
rope. It maintains large inland ports and pro- 
vides a cheap route for world commerce as far 
as Basel, Switzerland’s “golden gate.” It is, of 
course, the fabled river of the Lorelei, the 
Venusberg and the Drachenfels, but it leaves 
romance and scenery pretty much to the sunny 
season of the tourist steamers. More charac- 
teristically it is a cold, misty, northern river, the 
cheap workhorse of the Saar and the Ruhr. 

The Rhone is a much more boisterous stream. 
Falling almost 6000 feet in 500 miles, it rushes 
southward out of the Alps into Lake Geneva, 
across southern France into the sun-polished 
Mediterranean. With the exception of. Geneva 
and Lyons, its cities are quite unlike the indus- 
trial concentrations along the Rhine. It flows 
through such ancient places as Annecy, Avignon, 
Tarascon and Arles. Here is country steeped as 
deep in history as it is drenched in sunshine. 
Traveling up the left bank of the Rhone, Phone- 
cian, Greek and Roman came into France. 

But now the river itself is to be made more 
useful, 
ing it. And with short canals bypassing these 
dams, the river is ready to: be linked to the 
Rhine. The river of the Romans is being joined 
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New hydroelectric installations are tam- — 


to that of the Vikings and the Hansa traders— 
at least on the blueprints. 

Earlier commercial links have not always 
strengthened Europe's political ties, but each 
new link does raise hope—especially one s0 
dramatic as the joining of Rhine and Rhone. 
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Raporticnt Races in Mlinois 

Tilinois citizens need only remember what the 
office of Attorney General was like undér 
George F. Barrett (one of Barrett's assistants 
obtained the indictment of Post- Dispatch Report- 
er Theodore C. Link at Peoria in 1948) to appre- 
ciate the importance of getting good men nomi- 
nated for this post next Tuesday.

That testimonial by the Governor who has 
worked so hard to clean out corruption in Illinois 
should be enough, in itself, to bring Attorney 
General Elliott’s renomination. 

If the Republican party wants to have a man 
about whom the same kind of testimonial can be 
spoken it will need to review carefully its field 
of five aspirants for Attorney General, It is no 
disparagement of some of the others to say that 
State Senator Edward P. Saltiel promises to be 
just such a law enforcement officer. 

Senator Saltiel’s 16-year record in both 
branches of the Illinois Legislature has been ex- 
cellent. He sponsored the law requiring examina- 
tion for venereal disease before issuance of a 
marriage license, a sound health requirement 
now spread widely over the country. He spon- 
sored the statute outlawing dangerous fireworks. 
He introduced in 1947 the bill to extend the life 
of grand juries from 30 to 90 days. It was killed 
by the Chicago clique serving the underworld, 
but Senator Saltiel sponsored it again in 1949 
and again in 1951, when it was finally passed. 

At its signing, Gov. Stevenson told Senator 
Saltiel: “This must be a proud moment for you, 

as I know how hard you worked through the 
years for the passage of this worthy legislation.” 

A notable committee of Illinois clergymen has 
indorsed Senator Saltiel. If he is nominated by 
the Republicans and Ivan Elliott is renamed by 
the Democrats, Illinois should have a good At- 
torney General whichever party carries the state 
in November. 
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More TV in St. Louis 


With the Federal Communications Commis- 
sion about to end its freeze on new television 
licenses, the Board of Aldermen has urged that 
priority be given to allocating additional chan- 
nels for St. Louis. : 

St. Louis and Pittsburgh are the only cities 
among the country’s largest 10 which have a 
single TV station. In the St. Louis area there 
are more than 380,000 TV sets—the largest con- 
centration in the country served by one station. 

The Post-Dispatch and KSD-TV agree with 
the Board of Aldermen that St. Louis should 
have more stations, and we fully indorse the 
city’s request that the FCC give early considera- 
tion to the allocation of more ehannels here. 
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Loophole for Congressmen ? 

Should it be a crime for a member of Con- 
gress to take fees for helping persons in trouble 
with the Government? The question grows out 
of testimony before a House subcommittee in- 
vestigating tax scandals. Former Congressman 
T. Vincent Quinn of New York admitted to the 
group that, while he was a House member, he 
shared fees collected by his law firm for repre- 
senting 28 tax clients. 

An old law bars Congressmen and Govern- 
ment officials from accepting pay for services in 
any claim or proceeding in which the United 
States is an interested party. This is the law 
which brought about the downfall of James P, 
Finnegan, former collector of revenue in St. 
Louis. Ex-Congressman Quinn, however, says 
the law does not cover the case of a Congress- 
man, Testimony of an Assistant United States 
Attorney General, who reported the legal point 
a “fuzzy” one, tends to support him. 

That puts the question squarely before the 
subcommittee. In all honesty, it can do no less 
than promptly recommend legislation to close 
what may be a serious loophole in the law.. A 
law with such a glaring-escape hatch all but 
invites Congressmen to use their public posi- 
tion for private gain. The temptation should 
be eliminated. Moral standards for Congress- 
men must be not one whit less than those apply- 
ing to Government employes. 
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A Bow to a Queen 

We have been guilty of a lapse of hospitality. 
Preoccupied with the tempestuous departure of 
Mr. Morris and Mr. McGrath, we failed to take 
proper notice of the appearance of Queen 
Juliana of the Netherlands before the Congress. 
For this we make amends not as a mere matter 
of courtesy, but to call attention to a most 
eloquent speech. 

The Queen did not plead for the Netherlands. 
Instead, she offered the help of her country in 
the establishment of a more peaceful world com- 
munity. In terms of money, Dutch help might 
be scant, she admitted; but she-told of a new 
plan to train experts for assistance to the less 
advanced regions of the globe. 

Above all, she stressed a willingness to take 
responsibility for turning mankind out of the 
road to disaster.

That is not the indebted feeling of the 
beneficiary, or the feeling of the debtor 
toward the creditor; it is not the feeling of 
the small toward the great, or the feéling 
of the planned-for toward the planner; but 
the feeling of friendship and relationship of 
the free for the free, of those who can carry 
responsibility for those who can carry it, 
too, and of mutual respect for each .other 
and for all, sprung from that general and 
very deep-rooted sense for the connection, 
brotherhood and co-existence of all mankind. 


Such. a message simply could not be left 
muted by the echoes of domestic venhality and 
partisan political strivings in the midst of which 
Queen Juliana spoke.

Sir.—Since the coming into force of the 
McCarran Act in September 1950 the 
State Department is required to investi- 


gate the political reliability of visitors 


applying for a visa of entry to the United 
States. 


I should like to call attention to some 
distressing aspects of this procedure. 


I applied for a visa eleven months ago 
and am still waiting for a decision. 


I was born in Hungary, which, it is true, 
now lies behind the Iron Curtain. But I 
had been an insistent 
critic of Soviet Com- 
munism ever since 
1917 and my attitude 
was never more dis- 
tinctive and  out- 
spoken than during 
the period of 1942- 
43, though the popue- 
larity of Soviet Rus- 
sia was at its height 
in Britain and Amer- 
ica at that time. 

Yet the investiga- 
tions of the State De- 
partment are mainly 
concerned with an 
incident which oc- 
curred during that period and which 
formed the main subject of an extensive 
interrogation to which I submitted (before 
I became fully aware of the humiliation 
inflicted upon me) at the United States 
Consulate in Liverpool. Here is its story: 


In the depth of our desperate struggle 
with Nazi Germany, in September 1942 
an organization called “German School of 
Higher Learning and Institute of Free 
German Culture” in London (affiliated 
to the League of Free German Culture) 
asked me to take part in a course of 
popular lectures. Its notepaper’ bore 
some very distinguished British scientific 
and literary names as patrons and its 
program appeared entirely educational. 


I agreed, and on Dec. 12, 1942, I ad- 
dressed the institute in London,. choosing 
as my subject the freedom of science and 
its infringement by the suppression of 
genetics in the U.S.S.R. (The paper, first 
published in 1943 in Britain and soon after 
in the United States, was reprinted in both 
countries last year in a collection of my 
essays.) 

After my address there were adverse 
comments from the floor, but I was. ac- 
customed at this time to be roughly treated 
whenever I criticised in public the Soviet 
regime. 

Yet even I was surprised when, on my 
return to Manchester, I received an of- 
ficial letter from the council of the insti- 
tute stating disapproval of my views as 
expressed in the lecture. 

I realized then that this organization was 
under Communist control and wrote back 
condemning their attitude in the sharpest 
terms. 

But for this curious interlude I should 
probably have forgotten after all these 
years having ever had anything to do with 
the Free Institute of German Culture in 
London and might easily have denied any 
knowledge of it. When questioned, how- 
ever, I was able to tell the story of ‘that 
lecture. 

But even so, I had no recollection that 
in the course of the correspondence lead- 
ing up to it—and before the promoters 
had revealed their true colors—I was 
asked and had agreed to become a ‘“‘pa- 
tron” of the institute. 


This I discovered only after my return 
from Liverpool, when, in order to substan- 
tiate my statement about the unusual con- 
sequences of my lecture, I managed to 
hunt up the old file of my correspondence 
with the Free Institute. I notified the 
American Consul. -without delay of this 
additional point. 

I had wondered how the State. Depart- 
ment had ever come to inquire into my 
trivial contacts with an obscure organiza-

tion ten years ago, and could only- assume. 


that it was in possession of the prospect- 
uses and ‘notepaper of the Free German 
Institute with my name on them as a 


“patron” and lecturer. and that all during 
the inquiry and questioning the officials 
had kept this fact from me. 


Instead of asking me to explain the 
evidence they possessed, they were ques- 
tioning me on matters known to them and 
taking down statements under oath from 
me made from memory after all these 
years. 

I wrote to the Consul-General forcefully 
expressing my misgivings and requesting 
an explanation; his evasive answer fully 
confirmed them. 


After an investigation extending over 
10 months, which the Counsul-General in 
Liverpool was supposed to bring to con- 
clusion under his own_ responsibility, 
neither he nor the Vice-Consul conducting 
my interrogation in his presence had seen 
a single page of my writings. 

I do not say this in criticism of the un- 
fortunate officials in Liverpool, but of the 
procedure which requires them to make 
decisions in a field with which they are 
completely unfamiliar, basing themselves 
on criteria prescribed by law which are 
essentially irrelevant to the issue. 


There is serious danger to international 
intercourse when, before people can visit 
the United States, they are induced to 
give declarations under oath on trivial 
matters lying 10 years back, which are 
magnified today into sinister actions by 
legal rules having no concern with reality. 

This is the way to build up a world of 
phantoms in which men are lost in a maze 
of mutual suspicion.

A New Inquisition 

Most countries have their immigration 
absurdities, but there are aspects of the 
McCarran Act that go beyond mere bureau- 
cratic arbitrariness and are repugnant to 
civilized intercourse. 

The circumstances Prof. Polanyi de- 
scribes in his letter are not-isolated. He 
has, of course, long been one of the 
Strongest and most effective critics of 
Communism in this country, but eminent 
Americans as well as eminent Europeans 
are victims. Prof. Howard Mumford Jones 
of Harvard has described how a distin- 
guished American historian “was for one 
solid year denied a passport by our De- 
partment of State because, unknown to 
him, his name had appeared as a sponsor 
of a school that somebody or other said 
was a Communist front. (He) was given 
no explanation at the time his passport 
was denied him.” 

The procedure under which the harassed 
American consular officials have to work 
—poor fellows—reads for all the world 
like a legal process behind the Iron Cur- 
tain. 

The prosecution keeps its data (what- 
ever their value) up its: sleeve; the victim 
has to prove himself innocent of a charge 
of which he is in ignorance. The consular 
official has to work to rigid rule (since 
he himself lives under the terrifying 
shadow of Senator McCarthy he dare not 
depart from it); he is not required to know 
anything of his victim save a document in 
a dossier; if he were to read his victim's 
books or to seek the advice of eminent 
Americans he might find in two minutes 
that the FBI’s stock questions were moon- 
shine, but that is not permitted. 


Naturally the best American opinion is 
sensitive to these injustices. But unless 
intelligent American opinion will mobilize 
itself and unless the higher direction of 
the State Department brings some common 
sense into its passport machinery distrust 
and dislike of the United States will 
mount, 

What to the liberal mind is almost more 
alarming is the debasement of the inter- 
national standard of law. The McCarran 
Act, the American loyalty oaths and the 
rest are a way of saying that men are 
guilty unless they can prove themselves 
innocent; and by the stupid crudities of 
their bureaucratic procedures they implant 
the very fear, anxiety, and suspicion to rid 
the world of which the United States is 
supposedly spending its treasure.

World War Stocks Exhausted. 

The shortage of arms is world- 
wide. All important items of re- 
serve stocks from the last war 
have been exhausted. The De- 
fense Department is forced to 
spread its shortages between Ko- 
rea, Indochina, Europe and the 
United States. 

Military assistance to Europe 
has suffered legitimately from 
the Korean war, from the urgen- 
cies in Indochina and from the 
unexpectedly slow start of large- 
scale production in the United 
States. 

But there have been other de- 
lays which could have _ been 
avoided. The first appropriation 
of more than one billion dollars 
was passed by Congress in Octo- 
ber 1949. The Defense Depart- 
ment was ready to go, but the 
State Department, which then 
had responsibility for allocating 
funds, took six months to set up 
its organization to examine the 
military plans, and did not re- 
lease any money to the Defense 
Department until March 1950. At 
this time the State Department 
had a military aid staff of about 
90 persons, while Gen. Lyman L. 
Lemnitzer, who was operating 
the program in the Defense De- 
partment, had 28. 

The Korean war, which broke 
three months after the funds 
were released, took precedence 
over shipments to Europe in its 
claims for stocks of arms.

We are not attempt- 
ing to set up tank and airplane 
plants, since this would mean sev- 
eral years of delay. We are en- 
couraging the manufacture of am- 
munition and spare parts. These 
constitute about 40 per cent of 
the cost of rearmament. 

Arming an American division 
and its supporting combat troops 
costs about $350,000,000. Arming 
a European division costs about 
$250,000,000. The United States 
provides about half of this 
amount, the Europeans furnish 
the remainder. 

Maintaining an American divi- 
sion costs about $116,000,000 an- 
nually, of which we pay all.

Undelivered Acceptance. 
NO DATE: DIARY: 
“I am preserving the following 
pages purely as a curiosity. This 
is the speech I prepared in ad- 


'vance of the Philadelphia con- 
| vention—to be available in the 
| totally unexpected event of my 
nomination. Probably it will be 
misunderstood as being some sort 
of proof that I was not sincere, at 
rock bottom, in my refusal to be 
a candidate. -But that just isn’t 
so. ... 1 have always believed 


in ‘preparedness.’ I had to be 
ready for the unexpected and the 
unsought. I could not trust such 
an eventuality, however improb- 
able, to the impromptu inspira- 
tion of the moment. So I ‘pre- 
pared.’ . , Thank heaven it 
was and is an undelivered speech. 
It is simply an amusing freak of 
minor history. Its chief interest 
to me lies in the rather startling 
parallel—this speech theme is 
precisely the one followed, in 
part, by Gov. Dewey. in’ his ac- 
ceptance speech.” 

Vandenberg, of course, always 
took a lively interest in any one 
who might become a Republican 


President of the United States. 


But there was a long spell in 
which Republican possibilities 
didn’t have much Juck, although 
Vandenberg kept expecting them 
to win. Gov. Dewey was at least 
outwardly philosophical about it. 
Vandenberg. paraphrased his 
words in a talk they had after his 
defeat in 1944: 

DEC. 21, 1944: DIARY: 

“‘T honestly did not want the 
nomination in 1944, and I hon- 
estly did everything in my power 
to avoid it. (Dewey was quoted 
as saying) ‘As long ago as Phila- 
delphia, in 1940, I deliberately 
decided that I was not going to 
be one of those unhappy men 
who yearned for the presidency 
and whose failure to get it 
scarred their lives. Two such 
men died in New York within the 
past month—Al Smith and Wen- 
dell Wilkie. Not for me!” 


In October 1948 during the 
last weeks of the campaign, the 
country was startled by President 
Truman’s proposal to send Chief 
Justice Fred M. Vinson to Mos- 
cow to confer with Stalin. 

On Proposed Vinson Mission. 


NO DATE: DIARY: 

“These comments relate to the 
incident (October 1948) when 
President Truman proposed to 
send Chief Justice Vinson as his 
personal emissary to Generalissi- 
mo Stalin at Moscow to ‘talk 
peace’ in the midst of the work 
of the U.N. Security Council 
while it was considering the 
American-British-French resolu- 
tion condemning the Soviets for 
their Berlin blockade. 

“Even though the President 
never went through with it—in- 
deed, he dropped it immediately 
when Secretary of State Marshall 
objected—the incident did him 
substantial campaign harm and 
at least temporarily embarrassed 
our American delegation in Paris 
and our cause before the Security 
Council: (1) because it looked like 
undercutting Marshall, et al, ‘by 
direct negotiations over their 
heads; (2) because it would have

Political Motive Shown?

TO 13 TAKING PROFIT

Thirteen different persons or 
agencies take a cut on the price 
of imported anthracite between 
the time it leaves the pithead 
somewhere in the United States 
or Europe and is dumped into a 
coal bin here. France produces 
no anthracite. } 


Here is the financial history of 
a ton of American anthracite:

HIS racy novel purports to 
T ena with St. Louis at the 
turn of the century. The 
setting is indeed St. Louis, and 
the plot revolves around a no- 
torious St. Louis incident of the 
period. However, the scene 
might as well have been Kansas 
City or Kalamazoo as far as any 
valid color is concerned. Little 
effort is made to paint in the 
backdrops of the drama, and 
what there is of this is not par- 
ticularly recognizable to a St. 
Louisan dating from that pé- 
riod. 
The plot derives from the 
“Combine” and the boodlers of 
the era of graft in local transit 
franchises, but the general. 
scheme of what happened and 
how it was exposed varies 
sharply in the book from the 
actual facts. Chronologically, 
the story is cockeyed. It opens 
with a scene in Cuba in the 
early days of the revolution 
that was launched in 1895 or 
earlier and led to the Spanish- 
American war of 1898, then 
works through the ramifications 
of franchise graft, to exposure 
and imminent prosécution and 
civic reform. Its conclusion, on 
the heels of the climax, is the 
great tornado—which actually 
occurred in 1896, while the 
Post-Dispatch exposed the fran- 
chise boodle in 1898 and the 
reform prosecutor, Joseph W. 
Folk; took office in 1901, In-. 
cidentally, the area of St. Louis 
affected by the tornado appears 
to be exaggerated in the book. 
Evidently thé author has little 
or no realistic conception of the 
actual workings of graft, gov- 
érnment and politics. She in- 
dulges in some cliches and 
highly improbable remarks by 
some of the characters. The 
role of the river steamboat at 
St. Louis at the turn of the cen- 
tury likewise seems exaggerat- 
ed in the light of history. The 
story digs into a good déal of 
personal dirty linen on the part 
of its earthy characters for no 
good reason. 
Lucille Emerick is shown by 
her photograph to be an attrac- 


tive young woman. The book 
jacket says she was born in 
Du Bois, Pa.; studied in Cincin- 
nati and New York City, and 
lives in Cambria, N.Y. Why 
she chose to write a book about 
St. Louis and of this type is 
not clear. Having stated all 
this, it is paradoxical but true 
to say that the story “reads 
well,” gripping reader interest. 
It has merit, therefore, as a 
novel, sordid though it may be.

HE bright young men whose 

task it is to survey the mah- 

ners and mores of Time 
magazine's readers stumbled on 
a real bonanza when they began 
to dissect the college Dback- 
grounds of some 10,000 such 
readers in the ’40s. Their data, 
it soon became evident, threw a 
bright white light on some 
little-publicized realities of col- 
lege education, This gold mire 
of material has since been sift- 
ed by Dr. West, a Columbia re- 
search expert, and has now 
been shaped into an illuminat- 
ing book by Mr. Havemann, one 
of the best magazine writers in 
the business. Ernest Have- 
mann, formerly a reporter on 
the Post-Dispatch, is now a 
staff writer for Life magazine. 


.The book is more than illumi-. 
nating: it is genuinely impor- 
tant—if only because it ana- 
lyzes, over a broad cross-sectioA, 
the achievements and failures 
of our colleges and the factors 
that influence college students.

The Hard Craft of Writing | 


SO LONG TO LEARN, by John ™ 


Masefield, (Macmillan, 18! pgs., $3.)

HE title of this autobio- 
T exspnic sketch comes from 
Chaucer: 
“The lyfe so short, the craft so 
long to lerne, 
“Th’assay so hard, so sharp the 
conquering.” 

That’s an interesting quota- 
tion to choose, at 74, for a sixty- 
third published book, with the 
sixty-fourth, an autoblography, 


- announced therein. 


It is'an accurate text, how- 
ever, for Masefield is concerned 
here with the craft of writing, 
to the complete exclusion of 
other matters historical or auto- 
biographic. “Now that I am 


_ coming to an end,” he says, “I 


wish to set down what matters 
have been helpful to me in the 
work of my choice that has 
filled my days.” 

First are the matters of child- 
hood and youth—the .country 
through which he played and 
wandered; the houses in which 
he lived; the books read, secret- 
ly or openly; the stories heard 
from older people, traditions, 
yarns, conversations half-under- 
stood; his own vivid, active 
imagination and his dream, too 
firmly discouraged to be quite 
a hope, that he might learn to 
be a teller of tales. 

ee: + 
HEN there was the miracle, 
T the night in New York when 
suddenly the power of creat- 
ing stories, so familiar to him in 
childhood, so emptily lost to 
him in late adolescence, re- 
turned to. him. That was the 
moment he knew his vocation, 
with a certainty that never 
after wavered, but the craft 
was still all to learn. 

Better than any recent ac- 
count, Masefield indicates the 
complexity. and multiplicity of 
influences and interests that go 
into the making of a story- 
teller: the inspiration of older 
writers, like Morris and Swin- 
burne, the enthusiasm of others 
like himself, the leadership of 
a few, like Yeats, somewhere 
between the old and the con- 
temporary; the lessons learned 
from books, many of them sur- 
prisingly transient in popular- 
ity though permanent in influ- 
ence; the other arts, drama, 
painting, music, architecture; 
the ideas of the times (‘The 
late Victorian time was in all 
intellectual ways immeasurably 
ahead of any time that has suc- 
ceeded. ... It would startle the 
young of today to know what 
enormous appetite for thought 
Victorian London shewed”); the 
subtle, difficult influence of 
places, compact of people, scen- 
ery, and tradition; learning and 
study and the British Museum; 
wind, weather, and the seasons. 

Above all, two things stand 
out. One is embodied in an old 
Welsh proverb that Masefield

chose as the guide for his life: 
Bold Design, Constant Practice, 
Frequent Mistakes. He repeats 
the Triad over and over, always 
in capitals, The other is the 
factor that inspired the title. 
The learning was never done. 
Each skill acquired, each insight 
gained only opened up new 
things to learn and new dis- 
satisfactions. Writing, for Mase- 
field, was not only the most im- 
portant thing, but also the es- 
sence of life itself, a constant 
challenge, eveh at 74, to a per- 
fection that was never achieved, 
an absorption Whoge joy was in 
the effort rather than in the 
accomplishment, 

To all for whom art is a way 
of living as Well as a way of 
earning, Masefield’s book will 
bring both comfort and inspira- 
tion,

WHERE WINTER NEVER COMES, 
by Marston Bates.

OMBINE a sparkling style 
C and sprightly humor with 

astonishing erudition, add a 
deep love of the subject, and 
the result is likely to be a book 
as delightful as it is informa- 
tive. That’s the formula. that 
Marston Bates has used in writ- 
ing of the broad belt of the 
earth between the tropics of 
Cancer and Capricorn, where 
winter never comes. 

Dr. Bates’s aim is to acquaint 
natives of what he calls the 
Intemperate Zone with trop- 
ical nature and man’s place in 
it. The forests of the tropics 
and the animals that live in 
them, the oceans, the climate, 
the civilizations that have flour- 
ished there, the resources, and 
the foods that are produced, are 
all described with a clarity of 
detail that pierces through the 
fogs of misconception that en- 
shroud the idea of the tropics 
in too many northern minds. 
Throughout, the book reflects 
the initimate knowledge that 
the author has acquired during 
17 years as a field biologist for 
the International Health Divi- 
sion of the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion. 

But can white men live in the 
tropics? The author’s answer 
to this question is a qualified 
affirmative. The qualification 
is that white men in the tropics 
must learn to cast off their 
white man’s burden of incon- 
gruous customs that Western 


lands and peoples. 


civilization is forever trying to 
foist on the whole world. In 
particular, residents of the 
tropics need to give up the tight 
fungus-breeding shoes and the 
Arctic-type (ie. fitted) gar- 
ments that are suitable only 
for keeping out the cold. Cer- 
tainly civilized man is no 
stranger to the tropics, for 
there is considerable evidence, 
dealt with in the book, that 
civilization itself arose there. 
Many highly evolved cultures, 
moreover, have existed in Af- 
rica, southern Asia, and tropical 
America. Reversing the current 
view of things, Dr. Bates sug- 
gests that perhaps our own 
northerly distributed  civiliza- 
tion is really an aberration in 
human history. 

The tropics can be made to 
yield more effectively for the 
good of all mankind, Dr. Bates 
believes, although he thinks (or 
hopes) that they will never sup- 
port the kind of high-pressure 
civilization we have in the 
United States. But the tropics 
cannot be conquered by merely 
shipping down a package 
“wrapped up in arrogance and 
sealed with intolerance.” 

The Point Four program, 
however well-intentioned, over- 
logks the fact that our technol- 
ogy has no necessary relation 
to the problems of tropical 
What is 
needed is on-the-spot, open- 
minded, scientific study in the 
areas of agriculture, industry, 
health. From such studies ap- 
propriate technologies will 
emerge. “The way to salvation 
of the tropics,” the author says 
flatly, “lies through science.”

by chance. It .was a blind lot- 
tery based on the luck of the 
draw. That is the way it should 
be, the way it must be. There 
is no evidence at all to suggest 
that any other factors influ- 
enced their selection. If, in 
choosing veterans to be re- 
called, the authorities were 
picking out those who hap- 
pened to be prominent in civil- 
ian life, they’d be calling up a 
lot more athlete then they

Reno Burglary 


$1,500,000 Theft of Securities, Jewels and Money 
From ‘Home of Eccentric Westerner Is One of . 
the Most Fantastic in U.S. Criminal History 


By Jane Cochran 


(Editor’s note: Just a little 
over a month ago, the coun- 
try was startled to learn that 
a man most people never 
heard of had been robbed 
of $2,500,000 in cash, jewels 
and securities kept in a 
safe in his Reno home. The 
FBI. later pared down the 
amount of loot to $1,500,000. 
But the case still remains 
one of the most fantastic: in 
United States criminal his- 
tory. Here is the story of 
the record burglary and of 
the people involved.) 


RENO, Nev., April 5 (INS). 
STOCKY, 54 - year - old 
man, dressed in ‘faded 
jeans and a loudly checked 

wool shirt, and his plainly- 
dressed plump wife strolled 
down Reno's main street. 

They -met a blue-eyed di- 
vorcee, artist and  nat-too- 
successful songwriter who had 
often been a guest in their 
home, and stopped to chat. 
Then Mr. and Mrs. Laverne 
Redfield went on to luncheon 
at the Riverside hotel and a 
bit of roulette. 

And Mrs. Marie Jeanne 
d’arc Michaud, a smile on her 
face, started down the path 
that put her behind bars, 
charged with being the mas- 
ter-mind of the most fabu- 
lous burglary in Reno’s fabu- 
lous history. |

his wife, Nell, he headed for 
Los Angeles. With him he 
took a sizable stake saved 
from the tiny salary he had 
earned as a store clerk.

HE FOUND HIMSELF fas- 
cinated with the Los Angeles 
stock market and promptly 
began speculating. His first 
big killing came on oil stocks. 

“I simply bought the stocks 
at the lowest possible price 
and sold them when they 
went up,” Redfield said. 

He moved to Reno in 1935 
and has lived here since. 

As for the robbery, Red- 
field says: 

‘““Money can be replaced.

The story intrigued the na- 
tion, especially so when Red- 
field's habits and background 
became known. 

A man who would never 
allow himself to be photo- 
graphed. he describes himself 
as “a man of character, not 
a ‘character.’”’ But Reno resi- 
dents disagree. He was fond 
of gambling, even though he 
said: 

“I know I can’t beat rou- 
lette. I never play for more 
than peanuts, never more 
than $30,000 at a time.”

AND HE would walk five 
blocks to save 2 cents on a 
pound of cheese and admits: 


“I buy a bargain when I 
see one. If I can save a nickel 
on an item, I buy it in quan- 
tity, thus saving one or two 
dollars. If I hadn’t done that 
all my life, I'd be just like 
so many other people today— 
just one step ahead of the 
bill collector.” 


How much Redfield is ac- 
tually worth, probably only 
he knows. But a Reno bank- 
er who refused use of his 
name said that ‘‘at his peak,” 
the former Idaho store clerk 
probably was worth about 
$22,000,000. This, he said, in- 
cluded securities, cash and 
real estate, 


Redfield is the youngest of 
seven children and was born 
in Ogden, Utah, in 1897. His 
father-died when he was only 
18 months of age, leaving his 
mother with seven young- 
sters ‘“‘to raise on a darned 
small insurance policy.” 

Later, the family moved to 
the little town of Burley, 
Idaho, where Redfield worked 
in a store until he was 24. 
In 1922, the year he married 
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down on the apartment where 
Andreis R. Young, 46, an ex- 
convict, lived with his wife 
and her five children by a 
previous marriage, and. ar- 
rested Young. The charge 
against him was conspiracy 
to transport the Redfield 
money. 


The next arrest announced 
was that of Louis “Firpo” 
Gazzigli, 44, an ex-prize 
fighter.

THEN a real break came. 
“Firpo’s” brother, Anthony, 
41, Reno gambling house 
maintenance man, became the 
first to make an outright con- 
fession to participation in the 
robbery. He icdmitted his 
part, the FBI said, and im- 
plicated others, and told 
where the safe was. He said 
the proceeds were. “split ac- 
cording to a prearranged 
plan.” 


He had $27,000 of the Red- 
field money and a lot of the 
jewelry in his possession. 


Authorities went to an 
abandoned mercury’ ‘mine 
eight miles south of Reno 
and hauled out the safe—very 
empty. Fingerprints had been 
removed by action of water 
and minerals. 


Other agents of the law 
boarded: a Chicago - bound 
streamliner as it streaked 
across the Arizona desert. 
They left the train at Flag- 
staff, accompanied by Mrs. 
Michaud, $50,000 in -cash, .28

THE FIRST BREAK in the 
burglary came in a dramatic 
fashion, in keeping with the 
whole pattern of the case. A 
good looking brunette, Mrs. 
Leona Mae Giordano, one- 
time cocktail waitress, singer 
and worker in the gambling 
clubs, went broke playing 
blackjack and consoled her- 
self with alcohol. 

She asked the pit boss for 
a loan. He refused but tossed 
her a silver dollar and she 
bought two more drinks, then 
walked up to the cashier's 
cage and sought to change a 
$1000 bill. The cashier 
spotted the serial number— 
a task made easier by Red- 
field’s habits—and called the 
manager. 

The manager of the gam- 
bling casino told Mrs. Gior- 
dano she was in “plenty of 
trouble” and advised her to 
tell all she knew. She said 
it was given her by “a guy 
from Milwaukee who wanted 
me to go away with him.” 

She was held a little over 
a day and then released, but 
two days later was arrested 
in Los Angeles when she 
sought to change a $50 bill. 
The charge was transporting 
stolen money across state 
lines. 

In the meantime, the FBI 
in Milwaukee had swooped

pieces of jewelry including 
a diamond and emerald piece 
valued at $10,000, a necklace 
of 75 pearls equally valuable 
and a nice assortment of oth- 
er diamonds. 

She said she planned the 
whole burglary but denied 
ever seeing the men who did 
the actual job. 


Mrs. Michaud said she gave 
about $36,000 of the loot to 
an elderly handyman at a 
guest ranch near Reno where 
she lived from time to time. 
The handyman, Henry Robin- 
son, 65, joined the growing 
list of characters in the bur- 
glary. At the time of his ar- 
rest, $36,731 was _ found 
wrapped in a pillowcase and 
hidden by him in an over- 
stuffed chair in the living 
room. 
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TWO MORE MEN were ar- 
rested in Milwaukee to com- 
plete the cast. They were 
Frank Sorrenti, 36, arrested 
in his Milwaukee apartment, 
and John Triliegi, 37, nabbed 
at a hospital where he was 
being treated for an old back 
injury. 

The cast was complete but 
the script was still hazy—at 
least to the public. It was 
believed the FBI theorized 
this way: Triliegi and Louis 
Gazzigli drove from Reno to 
Milwaukee and picked up 
Young and Sorrenti, who had 
a record as a petty criminal, 
and the four arrived back 
in Reno two days before the 
burglary. 

A federal grand jury re- 
turned a three-count indict- 
ment Monday against all the 
suspects except the two Gaz- 
zigli brothers. Anothony Gaz- 
zigli was ordered held as a 
material witness. . Triliegi, 
Young and Sorrenti, under 
arrest in Milwaukee, are 
fighting extradition to Ne- 
vada. 

Redfield still takes the 
whole case in the same calm 
manner as he did from the 
start. 

He said then-he did not 
mind the loss of the money 
so much as the loss of his 
anonymity. He complains that 
people follow him around 
now, watch his bets and 
match them. This forced him 
to abandon roulette, he com- 
plains, because “I felt like I 
was leading lambs to slaugh- 
ter.”

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., April 5 

T was almost supper time in 
| the little town of Judsonia, 

Ark., and the late afternoon air 
was filled with the mingled odors 
of early spring. Judsonia had a 
population of 1100 people and no 
one knew for sure just how long 
the town had been there. It lay 
a half mile from the Little Red 
river, but there was a time when 
it was right on the river. The 
river was navigable in those days 
and Judsonia was called Prospect 
Bluff. 

But the river has changed its 
course and the town has changed 
its name, and both happened a 
Jong time ago. A Baptist mission- 
ary named Judson came to Pros- 
pect . : hich was .@ Baptist 
stronghold, and started a small 
college. He was so highly thought 
of by the people that they changed 
the name of the town to Judsonia. 
The college was where the high 
school is now. 

Nothing else had‘ happened to 
Judsonia, except when they built 
the new highway a few years ago. 
Judsonia suffered the fate of 
many small, old towns—it was by- 
passed by a mile or so. And now 
it was deserted by both the river 
and the highway. 

“But we had a lot of nice build- 
ings in Judsonia,” Dr. Edward 
Felts, who was also the druggist, 
would tell you. “A nice school, a 
Baptist church as good as there 
was in the county — you know, 
real nice buildings.” 

On the afternoon of March 21, 
Dr. Felts and his wife had been 
talking about closing up the drug 
store and going home. His wife 
had just said something about it, 
but the doctor had pointed out 
that it was only 5:30 and they al- 
ways stayed open until 6. 

Down the street H. H. Holmes 
was getting ready to close his 
grocery store for the day. On

Soon it’ would he full 
spring, and then another summer, 
Judsonia had seen lots of them. 


That’s what A. G. Brown was 
thinking as he stood at the back 
door of his house and looked at 
the new green grass which was 
speckled with those little white 
spring flowers called dew-drops.

That's what it sounded like,” 
he said when I talked to him. He 
was sitting in the center of a flat 
pile of partitions, windows and 
doors which had once been his 
house. He was waiting for the in- 
surance man to come around. He 
had said’ he would be around 
that afternoon. : 

His place was on a‘corner. Up 
and down both streets were sim- 
ilar: piles. Catty-cornered another 
man was sitting im the wreckage 
of his home just as Brown was, 
Straight across the street a man 
Was moving around in his pile, 
sort of puling at a board here and 
there, but without much purpose,

children and my wife and me.

I 
looked at my watch. It was 5:30. 
There were no trains due. Then 
I realized, from the noise and the 
wind and the darkness what it 
was. It looked like smoke and 
small whirlwinds everywhere. I'd 
always been told. to get under a 
bed. There’s seven of us, me and 
my wife and five kids. I got them 
all under the bed, and I looked 
at my watch again. At 5:32 it hit. 


“The doors and windows left 
first. I couldn’t see very well 
from under the bed. Then things 
happened so fast I couldn't tell. 
The house just went and there 
we were under the bed, and man 
I never saw so much water in 
my life. Soon as the wind quit 
blowing so hard and the rain let 
up a little we crawled out. Not 
a scratch on any of us, 


H. H. Holmes, the grocer, was 
lying on a cot in the gymnasium 
of Harding college in Searcy, 
which is five miles from Judsonia, 
and where refugees of the tor- 
nado had been billeted by the Red 
Cross. He lay staring up at the 
ceiling. His eyes were red- 
rimmed, but he talked matter-of- 
factly about what had happened. 

The streets were about desert- 
ed, he recalled as they usually are 
toward the close of day, and 
Holmes was there in his store 
looking out the window and think- 
ing of nothing in particular when 
it started getting dark, 

“Then the lights went out and 
the wind,’ said Holmes without 
taking his eyes off the ceiling, 
‘just blew the store away. The 
counters held up enough to keep 
me from being crushed. I crawled 
out and looked around. Seemed 
like everyone was crawling out, 
all up and down Van Buren 
street. The men were crawling 
out from under bricks and holler- 
ing at one another asking if they 
was hurt, The women 
screaming.

Sea-Going cies tine Station

WASHINGTON, April 5. 

UIETLY and without fanfare 
Qn day recently, the United 

States Coast Guard cutter 
Courier wéighed anchor and left 
her Potomac river berth to begin 
a strange and exciting journey. 
A se@a-going radio broadcasting 
station, equipped with the most 
powerful transmitting equipment 
ever installed on a ship, the 
Courier was off to fight a prop- 
aganda war. Her mission is to 
help send the Voice of America 
to the enslaved peoples of the So- 
viet world. 

Commanded by a veteran Coast 
Guard skipper, Capt. Oscar C. B. 
Wev, and manned by a hand- 
picked crew of 10 officers and 80 
men plus three Voice of America 
radio engineers, the Courier will, 
after she finishes a shakedown 
cruise in the Caribbean, steam on 
secret courses hunting the best 
positions from which the Voice of 
American can be blasted through 
the Russian jamming stations. 

Conceived by Voice of America 
engineers, approved by the Presi- 
dent, Joint Chiefs of Staffs and 
Congress, developed by leading 
American scientists, technicians, 
ship builders and Coast Guard of- 
ficers under the direction of 
George Q. Herrick, chief engineer 
for Voice of America, and Jean 
Seymour, project engineer, the 
great floating radio station was 
six months in the building. 

The task of converting the 
Courier, originally designed as a 
cargo ship to supply our Pacific 
Island bases during the last war, 
was begun last August. Taken 
from the mothball fleet, the 
Courier had been riding at anchor 
in the Hudson river since 1946, 
Owned by the Maritime Com- 
mission, she was transferred to 
the Department of State and lit- 
erally ripped apart in the process 
of making her into a sea-going 
broadcasting station. One of her 
cargo holds was converted into 
an engine room containing the 
powerful Diesel engines capable 
of generating 1,500,000 watts of 
electrical power for the radio 
equipment. Another hold was 
converted to accommodate the 
mammoth 150,000-watt medium 
wave transmitter, which is three 
times as powerful as the largest 
American broadcasting station;

mitters; the supporting communi- | 


cations equipment, and the ship’s 
supply of 150,000 cubic feet of 
helium for inflating the captive 
barrage balloons, 69 by 35 feet 
in size, which will be used to 
support the antenna when the 
Courier is broadcasting from the 
open sea. 

Still another hold was convert- 
ed into storage space for three 
giant towers which the Courier 
carries to be set up on land when 
the ship is anchored in and 
broadcasting from a friendly port. 
Only the No. 4 hold, the refrig- 
erator hold, was left intact. 

“We'll be eating standard, serv- 
ice chow,” Capt. Wev. explained 
to this reporter the day before 
the Courier sailed. “But we've 
got plenty of it. We covld op- 
erate if necessary for 18 months 
without ever reprovisioning.” 

Every man aboard the Courier 
is a volunteer, with the exception 
of. Capt. Wev. 

“They just handed me the job,” 
the captain laughs good-naturedly. 
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HEN the ship’s complement 
W was set, notices were sent out 

to the various Coast Guard 
districts asking for volunteers. No 
details were ‘given and men of 
the Coast Guard were told only 
that they would be required to 
sign a statement that they would 
be willing to serve aboard ship on 
foreign duty for two years. Be- 
tween 400 and 500 men volun- 
teered. Only after the cream had 
been skimmed from the top of 
volunteers and those chosen 
had been carefully screened, were 
the men told of the Courier’s mis- 
sion. 

“Every man aboard this ship 
was hand-picked for his particular 
job,” Capt. Wev says proudly. 

While the 338- foot, 5800 -ton 
Courier was being converted, Capt. 
Wev saw to the education of his 
crew in the operation, principles 
and aims of the Voice of America. 
At first-hand in sprawling Voice 
of America offices in six build-

ings in New York’s Columbus Cir- 
cle area, the men observed every 
detail of the operation by which 
the Voice of America maintains a 
world-wide radio network, broad- 
casting fifty program hours each 
day in forty-six languages, in- 
cluding Swatow and Azerbaijani. 
Men in the balloon crew were sent 
to Lakehurst Naval Air Station 
for two months’ training and all 
electronics men were sent to the 
Voice of’ America relay station in 
Munich, Germany, for specialized 
study. 

Finally last month both the 
Courier and her crew were ready 
for action and on March 4 the 
one-time’ cargo vessel was dedi- 
cated by President Truman. While 
the proud and beaming skipper of 
the Courier stood by, the Presi- 
dent in his address referred to the 
Courier as “a special kind of 
ship.” 

“It will perform a very special 
mission.” the President said. “This 
vessel will not be armed with guns 


or with any instruments of de- 


struction. But it will be a valiant 
fighter in the cause of freedom. 
It will carry a precious cargo— 
and that cargo is Truth.” 

Now the Courier, somewhere in 
the Caribbean testing out her 
powerful broadcasting equipment, 
is about ready to steam on a se- 
cret course and fire her first vol- 
ley in the “Campaign of Truth.” 
Either broadcasting from the 
high seas or anchored in some 
friendly and strategic port she 
will soon be beaming the Voice 
of America past the barricade of 
noise of the Russian jamming sta- 
tions. Moreover. with her power- 
ful 150,000-watt medium wave 
transmitter she will also be able 
to relay Voice of America pro- 
grams to areas beyond the reach 
of present broadcasts. 
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GREEMENT to operate in for- 
A cies ports strategically located 

for the beaming of the Voice of 
America through the Russian 
jammers is, Capt. Wev explains, 
made by our State Department 
with whatever nation the Couri- 
er's chosen port happens to be in. 


Selected to command the Cou- 
rier on the record of his long and 
brilliant service in the Coast 
Guard and for “his exceptional 
ability to get along with people,” 
Capt. Wev saw his first active 
service aboard Coast Guard cut- 
ters performing rum-running pa- 
trol off the Atlantic Coast. He 
saw duty with the International 
Ice Patrol and in 1951 was given 
shore duty in St. Louis as direc- 
tor of the Second Coast Guard 
District Reserve and Auxiliary, 
covering 22 states. 

“IT have a good many fond rec- 
ollections of St. Louis,” the Cap- 
tain says. “Mrs. Wev and the 
children, Lynda and Peter, stayed 
on in St. Louis after I returned 
to sea and our 10-year-old daugh- 
ter Penelope was born there.” 

Only 5 feet, 4 inches tall, the 
balding, personable skipper of the 
Courier claims to be “no elec- 
tronics man” but Voice of Amer- 
ica engineers say he knows as 


much about their  sea-going 
broadcasting station as they do. 
On shelves above the desk in his 
cabin, weighty tomes on elec- 
tronics repose beside “The Works 
of Plato,” “The Adventure of 
Huckleberry Finn,” the Bible, 
“U. S. Relations with China” and 
“The Fundamentals of Diesel En- 
gines.” 

Aboard the Courier are three 
Missourians. 

Edward Jacoby, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Edward G. Jacoby. 6560 
Itaska street, St. Louis Hills, of 
the Courier’s deck force, was one 
of 11 men picked from his whole 
class at Coast Guard boot camp. 
Just 20 years old, Jacoby has 
been in the Coast Guard only 
since last September. 

“When I volunteered, the only 
thing I knew was that this was a 
job that would keep me overseas 
a long time,” Jacoby said. “And 
then when I found out what it 
was. I sure felt honored that 
they would consider me.” 

Jack Thomas of Monett, Mo., 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Millard L. 
Thomas, is equally enthusiastic 
about serving aboard the Courier. 
“The more I learn about what 
the Courier is going to do to 
get to those people behind the 
Iron Curtain, the more I like the 
deal,” Thomas says. 

DeWitt Clinton Frazer, Jr.. a 
fireman aboard the Courier, who 
hails from Bagnell, Lake of the 
Ozarks, admits that he applied 
for foreign duty “as a 
chance to save some money.” 

“This makes it even better,” 
grins. “I'll save the money

When the possibility of build- 
ing a great sea-going radio broad- 
casting station was first con- 


sidered, a writer described the 
drama of “lonely men on a 
homeless vessel shifting over 
the trackless seas to find a theo- 
retical spot from which they can 
reach the deaf millions far over 
the horizon.” 

“IT think that’s dramatizing it 
a little too much,” Capt. Wev 
laughs. “Let’s just say that the 
Courier is equipped with the most 
powerful transmitting equipment 
afloat and that her mission is to 
shift among undisclosed overseas 
areas, receive and _ strengthen 
Voice of America broadcasts and 
then beam them into Soviet and 
satellite areas that could other- 
wise be blacked out.”

SINGLE warm and sunny 
A day turns our thoughts to our 

somewhat haphazard efforts 
at Jandscaping the grounds at 
Possum Trot.

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and shrubs among its “natives” 
which deserve consideration when 
we are planting the home grounds. 
Some of these we have used and 
now, after three years, they are 
beginning to make a showing. 
And since this is the planting 
season, it might be interesting to 
list them. 

One which we would recom- 
mend as a background shrub is 
the yellow buckthorn, Rhamnus 
Caroliniana, which is found in a 
wide range throughout the south- 
eastern states. Generally of a 
shrubby growth, it can be trained 
as a small tree or background 
planting where a shrub of 12 to 
18 feet in height is desired. It 
has a large, bright green; shiny 
leaf which is held until late au- 
tumn and bears, close to the stem, 
a prolific crop of attractive ber- 
ries which are scarlet in summer, 
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turning to dark blue with the 
frost. These fruits are edible and 
are widely used by the birds; we 
often find the large seeds in the 
crops of quail during the gunning 
season. This plant, sometimes 
called Indian cherry, has a cousin 
which was imported years ago 
from Europe and has become 
naturalized in many parts of the 
east. This European buckthorn, 
however, is not as attractive as 
our native. 
* = 

BLACKHAW is another Missouri 
species which we admire and have 
brought in for planting in the 
yard. This viburnum prunifolium 
is not related to our countless 
varieties of hawthorns which be- 
long to the Cratagus family and 
which are, in the large-blossomed 
varieties, also well worth con- 
sideration as ornamentals, The 
true black or sweet haw is a low, 
bushy tree, often growing with an 
interestingly erooked or inclined 
trunk. It bears its white flowers 
in clusters in early spring and the 
fruits turn gradually from frosty 
pink to crimson to dark blue. Al- 
though mostly seed, these fruits 
have a good flavor and are rel- 
ished by all of the birds, small 
furbearers and by country boys 
in season. 

Red-bud is another species 
which can be trained as either 
tree or shrub and is one of the 
earliest and most attractive of our 
Missouri’ spring blossoms. The 
tiny though abundant flowers 
clinging close to the stem before 
the. leaves appear are highly dec- 
orative and later the large, heart- 
shaped leaves are attractive 
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throughout the summer. Our com- 
mon red-bud, Cercis Canadensis, 
is a legume; and its fruits are 
borne in clusters of small pods 
which carry the seeds. Like all 
the legumes, they make excellent 
food for many forms of wildlife. 
Here in Missouri we associate the 
red-bud with flowering dogwood, 
and the two can be used together 
to create beautiful effects. Not 
so much is known, however, of 
the possibilities of the rough-leaf 
dogwood, cornus asperifolia, as an 
ornamental. This Missouri native 
is of a more shrubby growth than 
the spectacular cornus florida or 
flowering dogwood, but certainly 
has its place in the border. It 
flowers much later, bearing hand- 
some clusters of creamy white 
blossoms in early June; and in 
autumn, bunches of red-stemmed 
white berries which also seem to 
be relished by the birds. 


There are many other native 
Missouri shrubs worthy of consid- 
eration as ornamentals: the wahoo 
or burning bush (Euonymus atro- 
purpureus) with its scarlet, four- 
seeded fruits; swamp holly (Ilex 
decidua) which grows to 8 or 10 
feet and bears bright red fruits 
along the stem that cling long 
after the leaves have fallen; shad 
bush or service berry, spice bush, 
leatherwood, bumelia, bladdernut, 
Hercules club, wafer ash, hazel- 
nut and papaw, to mention only 
a few. All are easily grown, most 
of them are useful for attracting 
the birds; and certainly they seem 
more at home in our Missouri 
landscape than many of the stiff 
exotics which are in common use 
today,

HE Du Ponts of Delaware are 
T up in arms. They’re girding 

for battle with the Depart- 
ment of Justice to defend the 
family’s honor and name. 


The Government has charged 
186 Du Ponts with conspiracy to 
control five monster corporations 
whose assets total more than 
six billion dollars. The companies 
are: E. I. du Pont de Nemours 
& Co., General Motors Corp., 
United States Rubber Co., Chris- 
tiana Securities Co., and Dela- 
ware Realty and Investment Corp. 


Many of the alleged Du Pont 
“eonspirators” hold only a hand- 
ful of shares in the corporations 
they are supposed to control. But 
the Government is pressing its 
case on grounds that blood 
relationship makes the Du Ponts 
vote in a bloc and that by dint 
of sheer numbers they exercise 
conspiratorial pressure to restrain 
trade. It is the first time in his- 
tory an anti-trust suit has been 


‘brought against members of a 


family just because they're re- 
lated. Of the 186 Du Ponts 
named in the suit, 96 are still un- 
der 21 and 61 are under 14 years 
of age. The youngest is eight- 
months-old Alletta du Pont 
Bredin. ‘ 

When the Government charged 
this’ mighty, sprawling family 
with conspiracy and revealed that 
the clan controls corporations 
whose assets total more than 
$6,072,048,199, it was news to the 
Du Ponts. Generally speaking, 
they have no idea, they say, of the 
size of the collective family for- 
tune. It has taken six generations 
of Du Ponts to build the empire of 
Justice Department now hopes to 
dissolve and, with the growth of 
the family, Du Pont riches have 
spread over an_ ever-widening 
area. 

The court case, already acquir- 
ing the determined aspect of a 
long, bitter battle, is probably 
destined to make legal and eco- 
nomic history. It may set legal 
precedent to govern future de- 
cisions affecting family fortunes. 
At the very least, it will provide 
a curious and envious public with 
an intimate peek into the private 
strong-boxes and pocketbooks of 
the world’s richest—and perhaps 
most retiring—industrial family. 


The Government’s relationship 
with the Du Ponts embodies a 
curious paradox. These are the 
same Du Ponts who built the Han- 
ford A-bomb plant for a fee of $1 
after the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission had claimed that no other 
company was equipped to do it. 
The same Du Ponts are currently 
building the billion dollar hydro- 
gen bomb plant at the Savannah 
river, also for a $1 fee. Du Ponts 
have supplied the nation with its 
gunpowder and explosives. in 
every war since 1812. 

Three members of the family 
had been named as defendants in 
the original anti-trust suit—Pierre 
S., Lammot and lIrenee. The 
three brothers represent the fifth 
generation of Du Ponts and each 
has been president of the com- 
pany. A petition filed March 4 


would make 183 other Du Ponts’ 


equally liable. 

E. I. du Pont de Nemours (the 
company) owns 20,000,000 shares 
of General Motors common stock, 
valued at something like $1,032,- 
900,000. This ownership repre- 
sents just a little under 23 per 


cent of G.M.’s outstanding com-. 


mon stock, 88,208,680 shares. The 
Du Pont company has never 
owned a share of U.S. Rubber, 
but members of the Du Pont 
family collectively own 17 per 
cent of U.S. Rubber’s stock. 

Christiana Securities is a Du 
Pont family holding company 
which holds 12,199,200 shares of 
Du Pont stock, 170,000 shares of 
G.M., 7210 shares of Wilmington 
Trust Co. and 7460 shares of 
News-Journal Co. stock.

NTI-TRUST suits are nothing 
Anew to'the Du Ponts. As a re- 

sult of the Sherman anti-trust 
act, two paragraphs of law, some 
40 such suits have been brought 
against them since the turn of the 
century. President Franklin D.

“princes of privilege.” 

The Du Ponts are beginning to 
believe, according to 51-year-old 
Crawford Greenewalt, chemist,

HE Government is suing the

The 
Government considers — these 
agreements monopolistic or 
preferential and charges that 
they give Du Pont an unfair

Supreme Court Justice Tom 
C. Clark, who was Attorney 
General when the original suit 
was filed in 1949, then said: 
“It is directed to the breaking 
up of the largest single con- 
centration of economic power 
in the United States.” Charg- 
ing that the mushrooming of 
the Du Pont, General Motors 
and U.S. Rubber’ empires 
caused collapse or weakening 
of many independent com- 
panies, Clark said: 


“The relief sought in this 
case will open the way for 
small and medium-sized manu- 
facturers to compete for busi- 
ness in markets which have 
long been closed to them.” 


monopolistic or potentially mo- 
nopolistic. In the administration of 
any law, first and foremost 
should be the public interest— 
the common good. That should 
be the measure of whether or not 
anti-trust charges are to be 
brought.” 
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T times the Du Pont family 
Ans been rent by feuds. Some 

of them were battled out in 
court. But the latest charges by the 
Government have united the fam- 
ily as never before. They’ll fight, 
not only to hold their shares, but 
because they are convinced that 
a dangerous precedent may be in 
the making. 


“It’s one thing for the Gov- 
ernment to bring action against 
the corporation,” Greenewalt said, 
“but for them to publicly accuse 
a large number of the Du Pont 
family—many of them minors— 
of being conspirators, is going 
too far. 

“Just how far does this ‘taint’ 
invade the bloodstream?” Greene- 
walt asked. “My wife is one-half 
Du Pont; my children are one- 
quarter and my _ grandchildren 
will be one-eighth Du Pont. 

“Will they all be haled into 
court as criminals, so long as 
there’s a drop of Du Pont blood 
in their veins?” 

Around Greenewalt’s office are 
oil paintings of former Du Pont 
presidents. Each had his problem: 
raising money; finding markets; 
mastering science through re- 
search; holding the corporation 
together through family differ- 
ences. 

One of the chief issues in the 
suit as far as the Government is 
concerned, is the fact that United 
States Rubber sells one-third of 
its tires to General Motors, and 
that the Du Ponts, by virtue of 
their holdings, can throw consid- 
erable weight in both companies. 

Behind the Du Pont’s stock 
ownership are stories typifying 
the growth of an industrial com- 
pany in the two generations when 
industrial empires were built. 
Pierre S. du Pont was president 
of the Du Pont Co. in 1915 when 
the company was making its 
greatest profits. It was assembling 
a force of 100,000 workers to 
turn out 1,500,000,000 pounds of 
military explosives, the specialty 
for which the company was 
founded back in 1802. Manage- 
ment was under fire from family 
dissidents. Alfred I. du Pont was 
disputing the family’s stock con- 
trol of the company. 

But neither Pierre nor the Du 
Pont treasurer, the late John J. 
Raskob, were too busy to eye, 
speculatively, the infant horseless 
carriage industry, then as wobbly 
as a sprung farm wagon. In De- 
troit, William C. Durant was un- 
dergoing the greatest difficulties 
of his life. Unlike the Du Ponts, 
Detroit bankers had little faith 
in the future of the automobile 
industry. They had withdrawn 
their support from Durant. Du- 
rant, a visionary and an admitted 
promoter, still went ahead with 
plans for the Chevrolet, launching 
a challenge to the well-entrenched 
Ford in the lower-income market. 

But Durant needed money. Back 
fn 1908 he had formed General 
Motors. When it failed to grow

as rapidly as the bankers hoped, 
he had been discharged. Now, as 
Chevrolet expanded, Durant hoped 
quietly to exchange Chevrolet 
stock for General Motors stock 
until he could regain control. But 
it would take a lot of money. 
Durant appealed to Raskob and 
Pierre du Pont. 

With a capital of $20,000,000, 
the Chevrolet Motor Co., of Dela- 
ware was formed in the summer 
of 1915. It was enough money 
to give Durant the influence he 
needed and friends rallied with 
their General Motors stock certif- 
icates. He gave them five (later 
cutting it to four) shares of Chev- 
rolet for each share of General 
Motors they’d swap him. In 
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INDICATING THEIR PARTICULAR 
BRANCH, 


November, the bankers made a 
hasty exit and the Durant forces 
took over General Motors along 
with Pierre du Pont and Raskob. 

Long-memoried persons may 
recall that Durant replaced 
Charles Nash as General Motors 
president and Nash formed his 
own company. Walter P. Chrysler, 
Nash’s assistant, also left General 
Motors to start a competing 
company. 

* * 
HE Du Ponts considered their 
7 investment a wise one, so they 
increased their holdings of Gen- 
eral Motors stock. A couple of 
years later they owned 28 per cent 
of General Motors stock, about 
equal to the amount held by Du- 
rant. Even later, the Du Ponts 
were forced to use their own 
credit to get money for the strug- 

gling General Motors. 

The stock has been retained by 
the company. Christiana and 
Delaware Realty also own G.M. 
stock. 

The entry of the Du Ponts into 
United States Rubber happened 
this way: Irenee du Pont, as a 
chemist and pioneer industrialist, 
was interested in the infant rub- 
ber industry. But, conforming to a 
Du Pont policy, he thought the 
most successful rubber company 
would be that one with its own 
source of supply. He had been 
talking about rubber in the family 
and in the Du Pont executive com- 
mittee meetings for some time 
when he learned about the strug- 
gling young United States Rubber 
Co., headed by Charles B. Segar, 
who owned his own plantations. 
Segar was looking for capital. 
Irenee got up a family syndicate 
to supply money to the rubber 
company and at the same time 
provided a speculative investment 
for some of the most comfortably 
situated Du Ponts. 

The Christiana Securities Co.., 
fronically rose from the ashes ‘of 


two devastating incidents that 
swept like fire through the Du 
Pont organization during the last 
year of World War I. The first 
was an anti-trust suit that caused 
the break-up of a monopoly on 
the manufacture of explosives. 
The second was a family fight 
over control of the Du Pont com- 
pany. Christiana Securities was 
the outgrowth of a syndicate 
formed by Pierre du Pont to buy 
control of the company from his 
cousin, Coleman du Pont. 

Only 12 years ago the Du Ponts 
were before the old Nye commit- 
tee answering charges that they 
were “merchants of death” who 
profited by selling explosives in 
war time and spent years of peace 
trying to foment international 
trouble. The Du Ponts, however, 
contended that only 2 per cent of 
their business wa@ in explosives 
and that invariably they lost 
money in war time compared to 
their business in peace time. 

The United States Government 
won’t allow the Du Ponts to get 
out of the explosives business. 
Only a wealthy corporation can 
afford to maintain huge powder- 
making facilities which are need- 
ed in war time but which fre- 
quently become skeletal ghost- 
mills in peace. 

Explosives, so often linked with 
the name, constitute only one of 
10,000 products that the Du Ponts 
make. Almost any man-made arti- 
cle contains something created or 
supplied by them. 

In 80 plants in 26 states Du 
Pont plants make chemicals rang- 
ing from DDT to nylons, from 
paints to vitamins, from fertiliz- 
ers to cellophane, from synthetic 
rubber to textile dyes, from 
miracle fibers like orlon to movie 
film, ; 
* * * 

T all began with the first Du 
] Pont to reach these shores: 

Pierre Samuel du Pont de Ne- 
mours, a French nobleman, friend 
of Thomas Jefferson and one of 
the negotiators for peace between 
Great Britain and the United 
States at the time of the Revolu- 
tion. He arrived at Newport, 
R.I., aboard a leaking ship on the 
first day of the century that was 
to be known as the century of 
empire-building—Jan. 1, 1800. 

Two years later his son, Irenee, 
set up his first powder-making 
mill on the Brandywine in Dela- 
ware to ply the trade he had 
learned in France. He had been 
advised by Jefferson that Amer- 
ica was unable to produce good- 
quality black powder and that the 
country needed his skill. 

Old Pierre Samuel du Pont 
was killed fighting a fire in a 
powder shed. Throughout the 
years other Du Ponts have lost 
their lives, and because of these 
tragedies the family enterprises 
developed safety standards, that 
today, are among the highest in 
the nation. Insurance companies 
believe it is safer to work in ex- 
plosive factories than in many 
other industrial plants. 

There have been times in the 
last 150 years when the Du Ponts 
did, indeed, set out to build mo- 
nopolies. During the Civil War, 
they supplied powder to the Un- 
ion Army. In the south and else- 
where, there sprang up a number 
of small powder-making compa- 
nies. The Du Ponts rounded up 
several of the older companies 
and formed the Gunpowder Trade 
Association, later known as the 
powder trust, with the purpose of 
fixing prices, apportioning terri- 
tories and driving newcomers out 
of business. 

The Sherman anti-trust act 
was written in 1890, but not until 
1906 did the Justice Department 
clamp down. The Government 
said the Du Ponts controlled 74 
per cent of all black powder, 72 
per cent of all dynamite, 64 per 
cent of all the smokeless sporting 
powder, and all of the military 
smokeless powder produced pri- 
vately. Du Pont had gobbled up 
64 corporations, and 69 others 
were being digested when the 
suit was filed. 

But after the Government found 
Du Pont guilty of monopoly, it 
didn’t know what to do. The 
Army and Navy intervened and 
pleaded with the court to allow 
Du Pont to continue its big pow- 
der business. With Du Pont co- 
operation and technical help, the 
Hercules Powder and Atlas Pow- 
der companies were founded. 

The Du Pont Co. has spent 
something like $30,000,000 a year 
for research in the last half cen- 
tury. Lammot du Pont set the 
pattern: “It is more important to 
do research than to pay divi- 
dends.” Du Pont has done both 
under one of the most unusual 
family managements in American 
industry. : 

Du Pont did a business last 
year of $1,531,000,000. It had net 
income of $220,743,811—of which 
$74,000,000 came from General 
Motors dividends. The company 
spent $135,000,000 on new plants 
and expansion of old ones. It 
paid $371,000,000 in federal taxes, 
more than twice the amount dis- 
bursed to stockholders in divi- 
dends and nearly equal to all the 
salaries and wages paid to 85,000 
employes,

The selectiveness, the economy 
of means, show an extraordinary 
control of the instrumental me- 
dium as well as a singularly dis- 
ciplined imagination.

' Tllinois voters will express their 
preferences among candidates 
seeking nomination for President 
in Tuesday’s primary election, 
while candidates for federal, state 
and county offices will be chosen 
in St. Clair and Madison coun- 
ties and in other counties of the 
state. Polls will be open from 6 
a.m. to 5 p.m. 

On Republican ballots will be 
the names of presidential candi- 
dates United States Senator Rob- 
ert A. Taft, Harold E. Stassen 
and Riley A. Bender, a political 
unknown of Chicago. Neither 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower nor 
Gov. Earl Warren of California is 
entered in. the primary, but a 
write-in carhpaign for Eisenhower 
is under way in St. Clair county. 

United States Senator Estes Ke- 
fauver is the lone candidate on 
the ballot for the Democratic nom- 
ination for president. Supporters 
of Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson of 
Illinois have not entered his name 
because he is a candidate for re- 
election. 

Setup on Write-Ins. 

In East St. Louis, where auto- 
matic voting machines are used, 
voters can write in a candidate’s 
name in a special slot. Elsewhere 
in the two counties voters must 
write the name on the ballot, 
draw a box before it and make 
the customary X. 

St. Clair county Judge C. C. 
Dreman has ruled that misspell- 
ing of a candidate’s name will 
not void the vote if the misspelled 
version sounds like the correct 


name, However, the abbreviation | 


“Ike” for Eisenhower will not be 
considered sufficient, he said. 

Votes in the presidential polls: 
will indicate only the popularity 
of the candidates. Their respective 
strengths will be determined mcre 
accurately in the vote for dele- 
gates to the national conventions 
to be held in Chicago next July. 

In the Twenty-fourth Congres- 
sional District composed of St. 
Clair and Madison counties, dele- 
gates for the two seats in the Re- 
publican convention already have 
expressed their preferences. The 
only supporter of Gen. Eisen- 
hower is Henry A. Schwarz, Belle- 
ville attorney. 

His opponents, former State 
Senator John T. Thomas of Belle- 
ville and Charles G. Thomae of 
East Alton support Illinois Sen- 
ator Everett Dirksen of Pekin as 
a “favorite son” candidate, but 
observers believe Dirksen’s dele- 
gation will be transferred to Taft 
at an opportune time. 

On the Democratic side, .the 
two unopposed delegates to the 
convention, Schaefer O’Neill, Al- 
ton attorney, and Bruce A. Camp- 
bell, East St. Louis lawyer, will 
back Gov. Stevenson. 

Gov. Stevenson also is the 
choice of East Side Democratic 
boss Leo J: Dougherty, veteran 
state central committeeman who 
is not seeking re-election, and of 
Mayor Alvin G. Fields of East St. 
Louis, unopposed for that job. In 
the contest for Republican state 
committeeman, Earl C. Pollock, 
East St. Louis service station op- 
erator, favors Taft, while his op- 
ponent, Police Commissioner Rus- 
sell T. Beebe, backs Gen. Eisen- 
hower.

And tradition- 
al revival of favorite music and 
dances of the old kingdom gener- 
ally inspires native entertainers 
to rare hulas and old songs for 
weeks after the scheguled pagean- 
try dies down. On the morning 
of the holiday, Honolulu visitors 
and residents go to the civic cen- 
ter in front of Iolani palace where 
descendants of chiefs and prin- 
cesses conduct ceremonies in Ha- 
waiian at the base of Kamehame- 
ha’s statue. Giant leis of plu- 
meria are draped from the shoul- 
ders of the pedestaled bronze and 
gold figures stretching to the 
ground in a fragrant blanket. 


Between Lei day and Kame- 
hamcha day in Honolulu are daily 
and weekly events such as fishing 
cruises, pineapple cannery and 
sugar experiment station tours 
and around-the-island trips, which 
stretch on into summer. 

Highlight for spring visitors 
willing to desert the surf of Wa- 
ikiki and browse through the cos- 
mopolitan city range from tem- 
ple tours to polo: 

Oriental temple tours, guided 
by a Chinese scholar—May 1, 15, 
29: June 12.

Polo, island- 
ers versus mainland United States 
and foreign teams, May 2, 9, 16, 
23, 30; June 6, 13. Garden tours 
into private estates, May 8, 22. 
Hawaiian song festival featuring 
both old and 1952 songs, May 11, 
18. Forty-ninth State Fair, largest 
in the islands, May 16-24. Huki- 
lau, old-fashioned Polynesian fish- 
ing festival with luau lunch, hula, 
Samoan siva siva and knife danc- 
ing, May 31. Free floral arrange- 


-ment lectures, handicraft demon- 


strations, lei-making lessons, ev- 
ery Wednesday both May and 
June. Walkatours through Hono- 
lulu’s Chinese shop and import- 
ing house district, every Satur- 
day. 

Vacationers may island-hop 
from resort to resort, or from a 
permanent base sight-see by car 
and plane. More than 100 daily 
flights are scheduled among the 
major Hawaiian islands, with the 
longest flight out of Honolulu 90 
minutes. 

Honolulu is the starting point 
of all Hawaiian vacationers. Boats 
dock at Honolulu harbor, four 
and a half days from the west 
coast.

CANADIAN REGULATIONS 
LIFTED FOR U.S. TOURISTS 


Because Canada welcomes 
American tourists with a mini- 
mum of border regulations and 
delay, the necessary formalities of 
train passengers at the border 
ordinarily take but a few minutes. 
Canadian customs and immigra- 
tion officials board all CNR trains 
entering Canada and conduct ex- 
amination of passengers and bag- 
gage enroute. ‘ 

While passports are not re- 
quired of United States citizens, 
‘it is always advisable to carry 
identification papers of some kind 
as these are often helpful in re- 
turning to the United States. 

Liberal exemptions are allowed 
by the United States for return- 
ing tourists; United States visitors 
to Canada being allowed to bring 
$200 worth of merchandise into 
the United States once every 31 
days providing the visitor has 
been in Canada for 48 hours. An 
additional exemption of $300 is 
allowable once every six months 


provided the United States resi- 
dent has been in Canada more 
than ‘12 days.

How- 
ever, all dogs entering Canada 
must be accompanied by a certifi- 
cate from a veterinary inspector 
of the United States Bureau of 
Animal Industry stating their 
freedom from disease or a veteri- 
narian’s certificate certifying the 
dog has been vaccinated against 
rabies during the past six months. 

There are no regulations or re- 
strictions governing the amount 
of ‘either United States or Cana- 
dian funds which may be taken 
into or out of Canada and United 
States currency can be used as 
conveniently as Canadian, while 
United States and Canadian cur- 
rency may be exchanged at any 
bank in Canada at the prevailing

MONG thorny problems that beset cities today is that of 

applying real estate tax rates equally and uniformly. 

e problem is basically one of determining the fair 

values, for tax purposes, of dwellings that range from decayed 

tenement to mansion, and of commercial properties ranging 

from a hole-in-the-wall to the industrial plant spread over 
several acres. 

In St. Louis, as in other cities, assessed valuations in the 
past have been pretty much matters of conjecture by the 
assessor. The practice has been for that official or a deputy 
simply to go past a property, check it off on his plat and to 
pull out of thin air some figure that he considered a fair ap- 
praisal. In this, he was likely to be influenced by personal 
reactions to what he could see of the Bip tor by whether he 
saw it before or after lunch and even by the iectber. Veteran 
assessors candidly admit that they are prone to put lower 
values on property on gloomy days than when the sun is 
shining. 

Absence of a set of standards has brought about, says 
Joseph P. Sestric, St. Louis assessor, wide inconsistencies in tax 
appraisals. Among this city’s 165,000 pieces of property are 
many that have been carried on the assessor's books at valua- 


tions well below their proper taxable worth, and some that 
have been overvalued. 

Since his appointment three years ago, Sestric, former 
chief of the Federal income tax division in St. Louis, has been 
working on a valuation system to take the guesswork out of 
appraisals. The system is built on a manual of tables that help 
establish reproduction cost less depreciation. Calculations 
start with a figure based on a general classification of a 
eat on its outside dimensions and on its construction. 

ollowing a uniform procedure, other factors are added on 
or taken off that figure to prrive at the assessed value. 

Putting such'a system into effect means, of course, a 
complete overhaul of the tax books. Many cities, rather than 
undertake such a project themselves, are hiring private valua- 
tion experts. Sestric is working on it with his normal staff 
members, whom he has given ep schooling in the new 
technique. In 1951, his force added $42,083,650 to real estate 
valuations, and made reductions of $3,216,000, a net gain of 
$38,867,650. The city’s total real estate tax valuation now 
stands at $1,150,542,661—-which barely exceeds that for 1930. 
The St. Louis tax rate for 195] was $2.85 for each $100 of val. 
uation, an increase of only 13 cents since 1932.

fs ADRIFT AT SEA! 


EDITORS’ NOTE: You recall the news re- 
ports:. alone on a houseboat, Mrs. Annie 
Simpson a frail, 42-year old housewife, 
was swept out to sea in a storm. Here 
Mrs. Simpson tells you her own story of 
her adventure.-THE EDITORS 


SUWANNEE, Fia. 
w I KNow how Captain 
Carlsen felt when he was 
marooned on the Flying 
Enterprise. I spent 36 hours 
alone on my houseboat 
when it was swept out into the high 
seas during a big storm. It was an 
experience I'll never forget! 
> It all began on a Friday evening. 
My husband decided to go fishing, 
leaving me alone with “Slick” and 
“Gal,” our two dogs, aboard our 40- 
foot houseboat. The boat was 
moored in Salt Creek, a mile north 
of the mouth of the Suwannee River. 
> Just before he left, Richard men- 
tioned that if the wind changed, the 
water would become rough. I went to 
bed and woke up about one o’clock 
in the morning. The boat was rock- 
ing but I wasn’t surprised. 
> I heard an outboard motor run- 
ning but assumed it was my husband 


still fishing. I found out later, it was . 


Richard all right,but he wasn’t fish- 
ing. He was looking for me! 

The houseboat had broken loose 
and was drifting into the Gulf of 
Mexico. But I didn’t know it al- 
though the boat was bouncing so I 
couldn't sleep. 


No Land in Sight 


Bout 7 o'clock Saturday morn- 
ing I got up and looked out 
the window. It was then that 
I got the biggest shock of my life. I 
couldn’t see land! The skies were 
dark and a steady rain was falling. 
The sea was so rough that I had to 
crawl. 

I managed to reach the bow of the 
boat and push our 40 pound anchor 
overboard. I didn’t think it would 


ever reach bottom, but after 150 feet 


of line ran out, it did. 

> I knew I was a long way out be- 
cause the water was deep blue and 
the waves were rolling up eight to 
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ten feet high. I realized the boat was 
taking on water as the waves 
crashed over the bow and stern so I 
crawled inside to the bilge hatch and 
checked the water level in the hull. 
> It was rising fast. 

Sometime during the night, the 
little power boat with our power 
bailer had been swept away, so I 
knew I’d have to bail by hand. 

For the next 29 hours I bailed and 
bailed and bailed! I had to lift water 
out of the bilge in a bucket and pour 
it into a large tub. When I got the 
tub about half filled; I‘d crawl out- 
side, pushing the heavy tub in front 
of me. I’d pour the bilge water over 
the side and then crawl back into 
the cabin and start bailing again! 
I weigh only 110 pounds. 


Talked to the Dogs 


was glad “Slick” and “Gal” were 
along. I talked to them to cheer 
myself up. “Gal,” who’s the big- 
ger, stayed under the bed (when- 
ever it wasn’t being slammed around 
the room) and howled. Little “Slick” 
stayed right near me, whining. . 
“Go get under the bed with ‘Gal,’ 
I told him. “I’m as scared as you 
are!” 
Even though I was scared, I didn’t 
lose confidence. I prayed a lot. 
The wind kept howling and the 
rain got worse and I decided I’d bet- 
ter start planning about what to do

if I wasn’t rescued for several days. 

There was a fifty-five gallon barrel 
of gasoline on the stern and I was 
afraid it was going overboard. So I 
crawled out on the stern and shoved 
and strained till I got the barrel 
wedged against the rear bulkhead of 
the cabin. 

Later, I was told I should have let 
it go overboard. It was keeping the 
bow up out of the water and making 
the boat pound harder! 

I’d emptied out our big supply of 
fresh water in order to have a tub 
for bailing, but I found a small 
bucket half filled with fresh water. 
I started rationing it right away. I 
gave both dogs a cup of water, had 
one myself and secured the rest—it 
was just about two quarts. 

There was plenty of food on board 
but all I ate was an apple. I was sea- 
sick and soaking wet. 

I wasn't making much headway 
and I began to worry about the boat 
sinking. I knew it was made of 
cypress and that it would float 
without the cabin on it. I got a 
wrecking bar, two saws and a ham- 
mer together and decided if we 
started sinking, I'd tear off the cabin 
and nail some two-by-fours across 
the bilge hatch. That way I could 
stand up, even with the boat awash 
and hold the dogs above the water. 

As night approached, the sea be- 
came even rougher. I’d been adrift 
about 18 hours without hearing or

seeing a rescue plane or boat. There 
wasn’t even a seabird around. 

I remembered when I first moved 
onto the houseboat. My friends said 
I should get a rocking chair but I 
told them I didn’t have time to rock. 
Now I said to myself, “I’ve never 
rocked this much in my life”and the 
thought made me laugh. It’s funny 
what you think about in strenuous 
moments. 

All night long, I kept bailing. I 
was cold and wet. Once I tried to 
light the stove for heat but couldn't. 
I did get a sea lamp going. By dawn, 
the sea began to settle and I could 
take short rests between bailings. 

_At 9 o’clock on Sunday morning, I 
heard a boat coming near. It was the 
“Miss Bonnie,” with my husband, my 
son-in-law and three friends aboard. 

They had spotted my sea lamp! 


We Looked at Each Other 


WO MORE boats approached but 
Pinone of them could get near me 

because the sea was too rough 
so we just sat there and looked at 
each other. 

“Slick” kept wagging his tail be- 
cause he knew he'd be rescued soon. 
> When the “Miss Bonnie” got close, 
my husband jumped on board. He 
grabbed me in his arms and kept 
saying, “Darling, you’re safe!” My 
son-in-law came aboard and threw 
his arms around us. Both of them 
were crying. Goodness, I was happy. 
Someone gave me coffee and it 
tasted wonderful. 
> I learned then that I had been 
anchored about 40 miles out! | 
> About twenty boats were out 
searching for me. One was sunk by 
the seas and the two men in it were 
rescued after quite an experience. 

It’s a wonderful thing to know 
that people will come to your aid 
when you need them. 

We have our houseboat dry- 
docked now for repairs. The rough 
Seas stretched her seams a lot. But 
we're going to live on her again. 
Richard’s fixing the mooring lines 
and pilings so she won’t break loose.

A Fire Every Hour 


ND IT IS a disgrace which can bring tragedy 
A into the homes of millions of our people. 
For, according to the National Educa- 
tion Association, the National Board of Fire Un- 
derwriters and the National Fire Protection 
Association, here’s what happens in some of 
those unsatisfactory school buildings: 
Every year 2,700 school and college fires take 
place. That’s at the rate of about seven fires a 
day, or one fire during each school hour. 
Property loss alone from fire (and this does 
not take into consideration loss of life or injury) 
runs into the billions. 
Just seven of those 2,700 fires in 1951 caused 
more than $3,000,000 damage. 
> The best estimate available is that there are 
371,000 student accidents of all kinds each year. 
(This is only an estimate because a good many 
schoals do not keep accident records.)

HOSE STORIES provide an idea of what sta-

It should be emphasized that this is a 
national problem, affecting every state. Dr. Earl 
James McGrath, Commissioner of the Office of 
Education, has said that if something isn’t done 
to correct the deplorable shortage of adequate 
school buildings, many youngsters will be going 
to class in tents by 1956. 

Now, that’s a pretty strong statement. What 
evidence (other than that already cited) do we 
have to back it up? | 

We have these facts: 

In the past couple of years a coal-bin has been 
used as a school near Seattle. 

Near Fort Riley, Kansas, a stable had to be 
converted into a school. 

In a small Idaho community, a school has 
been used which leans so much that when the 
children logk up they have been able to see the 
sky through cracks in the walls. Local authori- 
ties have deemed it wise to keep that school 
closed on very windy days.

How would you like your children to attend 
classes in a bus?

Now just what is the basis for classifying a 
school as unsatisfactory? 

The Office of Education claims that a school 
is unsatisfactory and should be abandoned if: 
1. It is structurally unsafe; | 

2. It has a non-correctable fire-hazard; 

3. It has poor location or site; 

4. It has a hazardous environment; 

5. It is inadequate to carry on a compre- 
hensive educational program. 

It’s interesting that in the Office of Education 
survey, state and city departments of educa- 


tion determined for themselves what should be 


classified as unsatisfactory. 

The survey, which is not as yet completed, has 
thus far covered an excellent cross section of 
the nation. Southern states like Alabama, 
Arkansas, Florida and Georgia participated. So 
did northern states, like Connecticut, Maine, 
Michigan, Wisconsin and Oregon. 

When the survey is finally completed, there 
will be data on most of the 48 states. 

Intensifying the whole problem is the fact 
that next fall a record number of children will 
be enrolling in school. 


There’s a Job To Do 


children will be ready to go to school in the 
fall of ’52 than there were last fall. 

Yet, even with the increased enrollment and 
deplorable building shortage, the nation is cur- 
rently spending for school building in 1951 dol- 
lar value terms, about what it did in 1926. 

What can we do about this situation which 
has gone far beyond the crisis stage? 

First, the Federal, state and local govern- 
ments must do more for education. 
>» Many members of the House of Representa- 
tives and Senate including myself, have been 
working to at least make a start toward solving 
the problem. : 
>» We have been successful in convincing the 
Defense Production Administration that it 
ought to reconsider the country’s need for

school building materials. 

>» And, as you may have read recently, the DPA 
did allocate increased amounts of critical build- 
ing materials to education. 

>» But that is only a start. 

Local, state and federal governments must 
start thinking in terms of allocating more 
money to-education which, until now, has been 
our society’s “poor cousin.” ; 

Educators feel that school needs are in the 
billions of dollars. It is the responsibility of 
everyone of us to become aware of those needs. 

What can you as an individual do to get into 
the “good battle” of education? 
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First, join your local Parent-Teachers Asso- 


ciation and other parent groups. Only through 


a strong organization can you achieve your aims. 
Second, work in your community groups to 
survey the actual needs of education. 
Third, citizens in each state should form a 
commission on school construction. as 
They should work closely on a planned basis 
with teachers, school administrators and city 
and state education officials. 


> Within the framework of your organization, 


work for more federal and state aid. "oaeeat 
> Find out who in your community opposes for 
selfish reasons construction \of new school 
facilities. Challenge those people to public de- 
bate and a full airing of the issues. 
>» Anti-education groups must not be given a 
head start.

- When people join together to accomplish 
something good—and the cause of education is 
certainly that—they always succeed. s

To have the best chance of successful 
birth, a study at the Pennsylvania Lying-in Hos- 
pital shows, mothers should gain an average of 3.6 
pounds by the 14th week, and 15% pounds at the end 
of 28 weeks. A total of 24 pounds gain for the 9- 
month period is average for successfu] pregnancies. 

On the other hand, the study shows, if a woman 
is definitely below normal weight at the beginning 
or fails to gain weight at an acceptable rate during 
the first 6 months, premature labor is more. likely 
to occur. | .

Here’s news about an injection technique that 


may answer the prayers of arthritis victims 


PEOPLE WITH PAINFUL JOINTS due to arthri- 
tis, bursitis and gout, have been helped 
by Compound F, a relative of cortisone. 
The new drug, soon to be available to doc- 
tors everywhere, is injected directly into 
the joints instead of being taken orally 
or by injection into veins or muscles. 

The treatment has produced prompt 
relief of pain, stiffness, swelling and ten- 
derness in 69 rheumatoid arthritis cases 
and 39 osteoarthritis cases. To maintain 
the effect, the injections need to be re- 
peated at intervals. They can be repeated 
safely, the evidence shows, and the 
amount needed is small enough so that 
cost need not be a barrier. 
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IF YOU HAVE A SORE THROAT frequently, it 
is possible that thyroid trouble, rather 
than a local throat condition, is the 


cause. X-ray treatment of the thyroid 


may bring welcome relief. 


One doctor reports in the New England . 
Journal of Medicine on 38 patients for 


whom X-ray treatment banished sore 
throat completely in about 3 days. Even 
lumps in tbe throat and persistent 
hoarseness may, in some cases, be caused 
by thyroid difficulty which can be helped 
by proper treatment.

SCIATICA, with its burning and prickling 
of thigh and leg, and similar nerve ail- 
ments, may be helped by injections of 
vitamin B*. 

Seventeen patients with sciatica, facial 
neuralgia and other nerve pains, were 
given injections daily or every other day 
for one to three months.

SHINGLES is an acute virus infection of the 
central nervous system, producing a skin 
outbreak along with intense neuralgic 
pain.

The drugs: Artane, an anti-spasmodic, 
and Thephorin, an antihistaminic. 

Forty-three out of a total of 45 patients 
benefitted.

In 
cases where.speech had been impaired, 
it became understandable.

ONE-MINUTE X-ray pictures can now save 
many lives on the battlefield and in civil- 
ian life. Special film is exposed, then de- 
veloped without liquids in a box about 
the size of an overnight case. The devel- 
opment has been tested since March, 1951, 
at the Naval Research Laboratory at 
Camp Lejeune, N. C. and at Massachu- 
setts General Hospital, Boston. 
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IF YOUR CHILD'S TONSILS need to be removed, 
be sure your doctor regards the operation 
seriously and uses a technique that helps 
assure a complete job. Tonsil removal 
now accounts for one out of every four 
operations. But too often, says a recent 
report in the Journal of the American 
Medical Association, tonsil operations are 
poorly performed because many doctors 
don’t take the operation seriously. 

An investigation of 1,000.cases showed 
that a thorough job had been done in less 
than one-third. In more than two-thirds 
of the cases, tonsil remnants remained as 
potential trouble-makers. 

Many patients thought that their ton- 
sils had grown back. Actually, they never 
had been entirely cut out. The report dis- 
closes a technfque which brought about 
complete removal of tonsils in fully 99% 
of more than 250 patients.
